On The Mountaintop 


Fall Bearing 
Raspberry Plant 
Order Planned 

by Cheryl DeBerry, 
Garrett Coanty 
Economic Development 
Considerable interest has 
been generated in the 
county about growing rasp¬ 
berries. Fall bearing raspber¬ 
ries produce fruit in the late 
summer and early fall. 

One advantage of the fall 
bearing varieties is that 
none of the canes are over¬ 
wintered. During the win¬ 
ter, the entire cane is re¬ 
moved, and new growth in 
the spring produces the fruit 
later in the fall. 

Dr. Harry Swartz, with 
the University of Maryland, 
has been involved with the 
development of four varie¬ 
ties of fall bearing raspber¬ 
ries: Caroline, Jacklyn, Jo¬ 
sephine, and a yellow vari¬ 
ety called Anne. 

Jacklyn is the earliest 
fruiting variety, and Caro¬ 
line is the most aggressive 
growing variety. These va¬ 
rieties will perform excellent 
outdoors, but will perform 
even better inside a high 
tunnel (a greenhouse frame 
with a single layer of plastic 


and no heat). 

Trials conducted by Dr. 
Swartz utilizing the above 
varieties in high tunnels in 
Garrett County have 
yielded four pounds per foot 
of row, which is equal to 
nearly 30,000 pounds of 
berries per acre. Demand 
for raspberries has been 
strong at both local and re¬ 
gional markets. A pint (.75 
lb.) has been selling for $2 
to $3 at most markets.

Hooray! You’ve sold your home and handed the 
keys over to the new owners!

Influenza or "the flu" can cause mid to severe illness and 
can even lead to death. Some people, such as older people, 
young chfldren, and people with certain health conditions, are 
at high risk for serious flu complications. Most healthy adults 
may be able to infect others beginning 1 day before symptoms 
develop and up to 5 days after becoming sick. That means that 
you can pass on the flu virus to someone else before you know 
you are sick, as well as while you are sick. 

The best way to prevent this contagious illness is to get a 
flu vaccination each fall. There are two types of vaccines. The 
"flu shot" is an inactivated vaccine (containing krUed virus) 
that is given with a needle. The flu shot is approved for use in 
people older than 6 months, including healthy people and 
people with chronic medical conditions. The nasat-spray flu 
vaccine is a vaccine made with live, weakened flu viruses that 
do not cause the flu. It is approved for use in healthy people 5 
years to 49 years of age who are not pregnant. October or 
November is the best time to get vaccinated, but getting 
vaccinated in December or even later can still be beneficial

Certain inmates of the 
Garrett County Detention 
Center will assist the county 
with sidewalk snow re¬ 
moval at the courthouse, 
the health center, and the 
Public Service Center, ac¬ 
cording to Gary Mullich, 
director of General Services. 

Two crews of three to 
five inmates along with a 
correctional officer cur-, 
rently assist the State High¬ 
way Administration in the 
summer months with grass 
cutting. Now one crew will 
continue work through the 
winter months. 

"The prisoners really 
want to do this," said Chief 
Deputy Gary Berkebile. 
"Doing some work instead 
of sitting and watching a 
dock tick by is very good 
for the prisoners.

DNR Approves Synergies' 
Roth Rock Wind Facility. 
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Last week the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources recommended that 
Synergies Energy Services 
be allowed to construct its 
proposed Roth Rock wind 
turbine facility along the 
ridgeline of Backbone 
Mountain. The agency 
made its recommendation 
to the Maryland Public Ser¬ 
vice Commission (PSC), 
which has the final author¬ 
ity to grant or deny permis¬ 
sion for the 40 megawatt 
project, consisting of be¬ 
tween 15 and 20 turbines, to 
proceed. The PSCs final 
decision is expected by the 
end of the year. 

In its initial finding of 
April 20, DNR indicated 
that it would likely approve 
the project, although several 
unfinished studies would 
have to be completed and 
reviewed prior to the agency 
issuing its recommendation. 
Those studies included a 
nesting bird survey empha¬ 
sizing species of concern; 
vegetation and wetlands 
studies; and evaluations of 
impacts to approximately 
50 Maryland Inventory ©f 
Historic Properties located 
within two miles of the pro¬ 
ject site.

Veterans Day is a very special day, and 1 have always 
tried to attend a Veterans Day ceremony since 1 joined the 
military. It is a way to honor my fellow comiades in arms, 
and all that they have done. 

This year's Veterans Day is especially important to me. 
I am in a combat zone right now, and if all goes as 
planned, I will begin my journey home for two weeks of 
leave this Thursday, Nov. 10. 1 plan on making the most 
of two weeks by spending time with family and friends. I 
will have the chance to spend Thanksgiving with my fam¬ 
ily and feel very fortunate to have this opportunity, as 
most of my friends will be working here in Iraq on 
Thanksgiving. It will be hard to leave here, however, be¬ 
cause I’m leaving my friends behind. 

When I return to Iraq, it will be back to business I’ve 
trJked with several fellow soldiers who recently returned 
from leave. They all said the same thing, "It was nice to 
be ome, but I missed this place." It’s extremely hard to 

ve the guys, especially in a combat zone - you may 
•ever see them again. 

All of us have grown close over the past year. My crew 
has gotten to the point of almost being a family. We live 
together, eat together, and work together. We depend on 
each other. When you are stuck inside a tank for hours on 
end, you talk about everything. You would think that af¬ 
ter being with someone for a mission, many, many hours, 
you’d want to get away from them, but we go eat, go to 
the gym, then maybe sit down and watch a movie 

Combat veterans have said that you will never be 
closer to someone than someone whom you shared a fox¬ 
hole with. It's true. These guys aren’t my friends, they are 
my brothers. 

I want to thank a special person who gave me a small 
item that I have kept with me since I received it. Chuck 
Nolan gave me a small American flag that he carried with 
him in Vietnam. He said that it was a good luck charm for 
him, and that it kept him safe 

The flag now has seen action in Iraq. I carry it with me 
on every mission, and nothing has happened to anyone in 
my tank. I carry it with me in a small Bible that I keep in 
my pocket. 

It seems funny that we fought the same type of war - a 
war that has no sides, no uniformed enemy, and no front¬ 
lines.

Ordinary Heroes

When you were a child, didn't you love hearing stories 
about your parents when they were younger? They might 
have told you about games they played, schoolteachers 
they liked (or disliked), or memories of your grandpar¬ 
ents. Maybe they even told you stories of their courtship 
or how they met. 

Trust me on this: You don’t know everything. 

That’s a hard lesson for Stewart Dubinsky to learn, but 
in the new novel Ordinary Heroes by Scott Turow, he's 
about to find out things about his father that some wish 
had stayed buried. 

After more than 60 years of cigarettes, David Dubin is 
dead. David was a lawyer; calm, deliberate, and taciturn; 
always letting his wife, Gilda, do the talking. He had been 
a judge advocate general in Europe during World War II, 
and had always been reluctant to speak even of those 
years. So when David's son Stewart finds a box of old 
letters while cleaning out his father's closet, Stewart is 
puzzled by what he reads. 

During the war, Dubin had a sweetheart back home, to 
whom he was engaged. The letters were first full of love 
and longing, then spoke of anguish and a broken heart. 
Since childhood, Stewart had heard the story of his par¬ 
ents' meeting at a concentration camp where his father felt 
love-at-first-sight for a liberated inmate. But these letters, 
this woman Grace... Stewart was intrigued. 

True to his love of digging for truth, former journalist 
Stewart began probing for the real story of his father, a 
story that the letters only teased. He petitioned the gov¬ 
ernment and searched for people who had known David 
Dubin. He spent hours in libraries, excitedly reading clas¬ 
sified documents. This story of his father could become 
the book that Stewart had always wanted to write. When 
he finally found his father's lawyer, now an ancient man 
in a nursing home, Stewart got the shock of his life. 

Tiie book had already been written. It was written by 
his father, neariy 60 years ago. And the truth was full of 
heroism, devotion, and a secret that David Dubin hoped 
his children would never know. 

Oh, my. What a book. 

Based very loosely and partially on true events, Ordi¬ 
nary Heroes is kind of like The Greatest Generation in novel 
form, and with a hint of mystery, lots of World War II 
details, and a dash of love story. In this book, author Scott 
Turow ekes out information in "real time"; you see what’s 
going on just as his character Stewart learns it. While I 
had an inkling that I knew what the secret was, I was 
never really sure until the end. An end which - inciden¬ 
tally - came at 2 in the morning, because I just couldn't 
stop reading. 

If you are a child or grandchild of someone who re¬ 
members World War II, or if you just want to read a 
finely crafted novel that you won't want to put down, then 
this is the book for you. I think you’ll find that Ordinary 
Herpes is an extraordinary book.

Says, "I'm The Lucky One" 

Coach Pacella Takes Over Ram Program

Next Tuesday, Nov. 15, 
will be a tough day for Tom 
Bosky. That's the day that 
practice officially begins for 
the Southern High School 
vanity boys 1 basketball 
team; a day that for 19 Rea¬ 
sons Bosley was on the 
Rams’ floor giving his play¬ 
ers their initial preseadon 
talk about what his expecta¬ 
tions were for the season.’' 

After 305 victories in 454 
games, a .671 winning per¬ 
centage, five 20-win sea¬ 
sons, fluee area titles, five 
Western Maryland Inter- 
scholastic League champi¬ 
onships, two Potomac Val¬ 
ley Conference champion¬ 
ships, two regional titles, 
two state tournament ap¬ 
pearances, and a whole lot 
of sou! searching, Bosley 
decided to announce his 
retirement as the Ram men¬ 
tor this past summer, turn¬ 
ing the reins of the program 
over to fellow coach and 
foog-thne friend Paul Pacel¬ 
la. 

"It's time," Bosley said. 
"Immediately after our last 
game last year, I never 
di earned at that it would be 
my last season. But as sthn- 
m*r Knot cached, I realised I 
jut end not have the same 
isvef of excitement whefl it 


* 


came time to travel to Al¬ 
toona (Pa.) and the Cum¬ 
berland summer leagues. 
Without that level of excite¬ 
ment, I just feel it would not 
be fair to the kids in the pro¬ 
gram for me to continue. So 
really, the time is right, and 
I feel okay about not coach¬ 
ing." 

The Southern alum (class 
of 1971) and former colle¬ 
giate player for both Garrett 
Community College and 
Frostburg State took over 
the Southern varsity pro¬ 
gram in 1978, holding the 
job until 1982 when he ac¬ 
cepted the head coaching 
position at Garrett Commu¬ 
nity College. After spending 
three successftil seasons 
with the Lakers, Bosley ulti¬ 
mately returned in 1989 to 
lead the Ram program, and 
has been there ever since. 

Over the course of Bos¬ 
ley's 19 years at Southern, 
Ram teams have averaged 
16 victories per season. In 
one four-year stretch (1998- 
02), Bosley's squads a- 
massed an amazing 83 vic¬ 
tories in 100 games. 

Last year, in his final 
season, the Rams finished 
17-7. 

But Boaley is quick to 
ahare the credit for the 
Rami' yeara of aucceaa with

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many other people. 

"The way I look at, I'm 
the lucky one," he said. 
"For more than 20 yeara I 
have been able to do what I 
had wanted to do since jun¬ 
ior high school. 

"Because of the influence 
of Coach Tom Kuhn (Bos¬ 
ley's coach while a player 
for Southern), I became a 
student of basketball, and 
wanted to learn all I could 
about it. Then I was fortu¬ 
nate at the college level to 
have coaches like Dermis 
Feamow and Don Douds at 
Garrett, and Kurt Wolfe at 
Frostburg State, all of 
whom enhanced my desire 
to keep learning and to pur¬ 
sue a coaching position. 

"Then I was so incredibly 
lucky to land at Southern 
High School and immedi¬ 
ately have the opportunity 
to be an assistant for Coach 
Don Stemple. I really can't 
put into words how educa¬ 
tional and rewarding it was 
to work with Don, and 
what a great influence he 
had on me," he said. 

"As for the many accom¬ 
plishments of our program 
over the years, though, the 
credit largely goes to a great 
group of assistants," he said. 
"We have so much consis¬ 
tency in the program, with 
the same guys ' returning 
year after year to coach. 
Really, I was just one of 
three head coaches that we 
had for the vanity team, 
with Dave Bender (former 
coach at Northern) and 
Paul Pacella (former Union 
coach) on staff. 

"And we had Matt Red¬ 
inger with us for 12 yean, 
someone I consider a bas- 
io^tbhH aehlui Wholmows 
the game inside and out. 
My brother Jim as jayvee 
head coach has been a great 
asset, as his record speaks 
for itself about his ability to 
prepare teams and work 
with kids.

Not only will Bosley be 
gone from the program, but 
most of the aforementioned 
coaches have also departed, 
for a variety of reasons. 
Redinger is now an assistant 
at Garrett College. Bender 
has retired because of some 


needed surgery, plus he 
wants to be able to spend 
more time watching his son 
play collegiate ball. Hege¬ 
man has departed as fresh¬ 
man coach, at least tempo¬ 
rarily, to pursue a degree in 
education. 

"Thank goodness I still 
have Jim Bosley heading up 
the jayvee program!" Pacel¬ 
la said. 

"But I have a great group 
of experienced people be¬ 
sides Jim who will be work¬ 
ing with me. Brad Frantz 
and former Northern coach 
Mike Friend are helping 
Jim. Bill Ewing is working 
with the freshman team, 
and Dave Martin (long-time 
assistant at Garrett College) 
and Ryan White are helping 
me at the varsity level." 

Pacella reiterated Bos¬ 
ley's comments about the 
support of the school ad¬ 
ministration and the com¬ 
munity. 

'Tom Woods has been 
so supportive in this transi¬ 
tion, and the support for 
Southern basketball in the 
community is overwhelm¬ 
ing. It's just not like that in 
most areas. Like Tom, I feel 
very lucky, and am excited 
about our upcoming sea¬ 
son," he said. 
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done a super job as our 
freshman coach for the past 
10 years. 

"So our feeder system is 
very strong because of all of 
the continuity, the consis¬ 
tency, and the abilities of so 
many people. Plus these 
guys have been so loyal to 
me all these years," he said. 

,"Fytally, ther^sre vpry 
few programs that haye.J0C 
level of community support 
that we do at Southern," he 
dbritiliued. "The businesses, 
the media, the parents... so 
many do so much to sup¬ 
port us. 

"So again, 1 am the lucky 
one," he said. 

Bosley also noted the 
steadfast support of South¬ 
ern principal and former 
football coach Tom Woods, 
who praised Bosley for his 
dedication, not only as a 
coach, but also as a teacher 
and mentor to students. 

Torn has coached year- 
round and has helped kids 
in every sport and in every 
walk of life in our school," 
he said. "His commitment 
and dedication to the 
school, his players, and to 
sports, particularly basket¬ 
ball, are unmatched. 

"Very few coaches pre¬ 
pare for opponents the way 
Tom always did. He scout¬ 
ed teams repeatedly, filmed 
them, watched game films 
every night, and always had 
his team ready to play," 
Woods said, which was 
obviously one of the keys to 
the program's many years of 
success. 

"He's also a great class¬ 
room teacher, as most great 
coaches are," Woods added. 

The transition to a new 
head coach should be a rela¬ 
tively smooth process for 
the Rams, with Paul Pacella 
stepping into the role. 

"Paul is also a student of 
foe game, and he will do 
fine," Bosley said. "He is 
such a great 'people person,' 
he is very intelligent, he has 
many years of experience, 
and he is a real workaholic 
when it comes to basketball. 
So that combination will 
result in the continued suc¬ 
cess of the program." 

Pacella played high 
school ball at Mountaineer 
(now Tucker County) High 
School, and is a 1980 gradu¬ 
ate of Fairmont State Col- 
lege. 

He began his coaching 
career right out of college, 
starting as the junior vanity 
coach and assistant vanity 
coach at Union His

He became vanity head 
coach at Union in 1983, and 
during a five-year tenure led 


his teams to sectional tides 
in 1985, '86, and '87. 

The Tigers were regional 
champions in 1986 (first ev¬ 
er at Union), and Pacella's 
1987 team set a school re¬ 
cord of 18 victories. 

Pacella was hired as a 
teacher at Southern Middle 
School in 1987, and imme¬ 
diately joined the SHS foot¬ 
ball coaching staff .of Tom 
Woods, as well as the junior 
varsity, basketball coaching 
staff. Since 1993 he has 
served as a varsity assistant 
to Tom Bosley and, since 
2001, has also served as 
junior varsity assistant with 
Jim Bosley. 

Outside the school sys¬ 


tem, Pacella was the organ¬ 
izer and first director of the 
Union Little League base¬ 
ball program in Mt. Storm, 
served as the Union Youth 
Basketball League director 
for 20 yean, and has served 
as the Oakland Service Gub 
Basketball League director 
since 2001. 

"I know I have very big 
shoes to fill," Pacella said, 
"but fortunately I have had 
die. opportvngy to yvorit 
yvith Tom forimany fnrsy 
and I have always consid¬ 
ered him a mentor. I will 
certainly incorporate ;ome 
of my own aspects and phi¬ 
losophies, but the basics of 
the program will be main¬ 
tained, including being fun¬ 
damentally sound, always

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Jim Bosley Relinquishes Fleins After 
26 Years As Rams' Baseball Coach 


Jim Bosley, Garrett 
County's all-time win- 
ningest high school varsity 
baseball coach, submitted 
his resignation from the 
Southern High baseball pro¬ 
gram this week, endiag a 
stellar 26-year run at the 
Rams' helm. 

"This was the toughest 
decision I've ever had to 
make, but time constraints 
have made it impossible for 
me to dedicate adequate 
time to the sufficient run¬ 
ning of the SHS baseball 
program," Bosley said. 
"One of the main reasons 
for that is my son Cory will 
be playing baseball at 
Garrett College this spring, 
and if I were to continue 
coaching at Southern I'd 
never get to see him play. I 
think any father can under¬ 
stand that reasoning." 

Since taking the reins of 
Ram baseball in 1980, 
Bosley has accumulated a 
career 386-116 varsity won- 
lost record for a phenome¬ 
nal .769 winning percent¬ 
age. SHS's squads under his 
tenure played in two state 
championship contests, 
made five state semifinal 
appearances, and claimed 
five Maryland Class 1A 
West Region crowns. 

Furthermore, since the 
"Area" designations were 
instituted in 1987, the Rams 
have taken 10 of 19 Area 
titles, as well as 9 of the 10 
WMIL (Western Maryland 
Interscholastic League) 
championships stemming 
from the time that honor 
was created. 

"We've had a lot of great 
sports {praams at Southern 



High over the. years, but 
Coach Bosley took SHS 
baseball to an elite level" 
commented Southern prin¬ 
cipal Tom Woods. "His 
dedication on and off the 


field produced a program 
that commands statewide 


respect. 

"One of the things people 
elsewhere don't realize 
about baseball in Garrett 
County is the factor our 
weather plays. Coach 
Bosley could take a squad 
that had next to zero oppor¬ 
tunity to get on the prac¬ 
tice Held before the start of 
the regular season and turn 
them into winners immedi¬ 
ately. That's a tribute to the 
fundamentals he taught his 
players, and the discipline 
he instilled in them to learn 
something quickly and 
right," observed Woods. 

"I've been blessed with a 
lot of outstanding players 
and coaches, and all suc¬ 
cessful programs rely on 
those two ingredients," 
commented Bosley, who 


noted that one of his proud¬ 
est accomplishments was 
the number of SHS players 
formerly under his tutelage 
who went on to play at the 
college level, and the num¬ 
ber of players who went oq 
to become "outstanding 
young men." 

The ranks of college 
baseball players, past and 
present, who played high 
school ball at Southern un¬ 
der Bosley reads like a 
Who's Who list of area 
baseball. In the past four 
years alone the Rams' pro¬ 
gram has graduated the fol¬ 
lowing athletes to current 
college ranks: Cory Bosley, 
an infielder at Garrett Col¬ 
lege; catcher Billy Reams 
and pitcher Chris Smith at 
Allegany College of Mary¬ 
land; Brad Reese, an out¬ 
fielder at Frostburg State 
University; and Tobi Stoner 
and Bryson Meyers, who 
pitch for Davis and Elkins 
College and Marshall Uni¬ 
versity, respectively. In ad¬ 
dition, ex-Ram baseball 
player Brad Palmer is cur¬ 
rently playing Division I 
football for the highly 
ranked West Virginia Uni¬ 
versity Mountaineers. 

Southern sporting suc¬ 
cesses involving Coach 
Bosley have not been lim¬ 
ited to the baseball dia¬ 
mond, as in 14 years as a 
junior varsity and freshman 
football coach his teams 
recorded a .660 winning 
percentage; in four years as 
a boys' freshman basketball 
coach his squads netted 
a .617 winning percentage; 
and his 15 years on Rams 
boys' junior varsity basket¬ 
ball bench have resulted in 
a .763 winning percentage. 
He will continue coaching 
jayvee basketball at South- 
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era this year. 

"I'll certainly miss by 
current baseball players, as 
well as assistant coaches 
Dan Holler and Steve 
Weaver," said Bosley. 
"Without dedicated adults 
like Coach Holler and 
Coach Weaver, and former 
assistant coaches like Terry 
Helbig, Fred Colaw, and Ed 
Wildesen, our program 
would be nowhere close to 
what it is. 

"I feel that I'm leaving 


the Southern High baseball 
program on an extremely 
solid foundation," Bosley 
stated. "It's been a great run, 
and I will always be grateful 
for the opportunity that 
Southern High School has 
given me to get to know so 
many fine young men and 
adults."

Rams Succumb In Second 
Half To Mountaineers, 20-8 


It was a relatively even 
contest through the first half 
of action between the 
Southern High School 
Rams and heavily favored 
Liberty Harrison of Clarks¬ 
burg, W.Va., last Friday 
evening, but the home¬ 
standing Mountaineers took 
the lead and control of the 
game in the second half to 
record a 20-8 victory, their 
ninth win in 10 starts this 




season. 

The loss was the sixth in 
nine games for the Rams, 
who will conclude their sea¬ 
son this Friday at Northern. 

Coach Fred Gregg and 
his staff were wary of the 
outstanding abilities of Lib¬ 
erty's skill-position athletes, 
and that concern proved to 
be genuine, as running back 
Eric Roby finished the eve¬ 
ning with 180 yards on 29 
carries, plus scoring all of 
his team's points, running 
for three touchdowns and a 
two-point conversion. 

The Ram defense kept 
Roby and company out of 
the end zone in the first 
quarter, which ended in a 
«coreless tie. 

The Mountaineers took a 

lead with 6:22 left in the 
first half, as Roby capped a 
drive with a two-yard touch¬ 
down run. The conversion 
kick was no good. 

The Rams took the lead 
late in the second quarter 
when Bret DeWitt broke 
loose on a 24-yard touch¬ 
down carry, and then ran 
successfully for the two- 
point conversion to give 
Southern an 8-6 lead with 
2:38 to play in the half. 

Roby's second TD of the 
evening, scored on a 15- 
yard run at the 9:59 mark of 
the third stanza, put the 
Mountaineers on top for 
good. 

Roby added an insurance 
touchdown about midway 
through the fourth period, 
this time on a 14-yard carry, 
and then ran for the extra 
two points to conclude the 
scoring for the night. 

DeWitt also had an ex¬ 
cellent night carrying the 
ball against the Mountain¬ 
eers, rated sixth in West 
Virginia's A A standings, as 
he finished with 134 yards 
and a touchdown on 21 


carries. 

Liberty's senior quarter¬ 
back Mark Broadwater had 
a solid night throwing the 
ball, connecting on nine of 
15 passes for 108 yards. 

Leading the Southern de¬ 
fensive effort were Andrew 
VanBogelen and Anthony 
Schrock, who were each 
credited with 11 tackles. 

"We were not upset with 
our kids' overall effort," 
stated Coach Gregg. "De¬ 
fensively we did a good job 
of containing them in the 
first half, and offensively we 
moved the ball well. But we 


had only three possessions 
in the first half, and we just 
couldn't stay with them in 
the second half." 

Gregg noted the perform¬ 
ance of Roby, but felt that 
quarterback Broadwater 
played just as big a role in 
Liboty 1 ! win. 

"He just did an excellent 
job of running their offense, 
which is what he has done 
all year," Gregg said. 

"We were hoping to be 
able to control the line of 
scrimmsge a little better 
than we did," he continued, 
"but Liberty is a very good

The Rams will once 


again be the underdog this 
week when they travel to 
the Cove to take on the 6-2 
Northern Huskies, with 
"Gariett Cbbnry bragging 
rights" on the line. 

It has often been said by 
local fens that records mean 
very little when it comes to 
the annual Northern-South¬ 
ern match-up, and history 
has proven on several occa¬ 
sions that such is an accu¬ 
rate statement, With the un¬ 
derdog often emerging as 
the victor. 

"Northern has a vast ar¬ 
ray of weapons," Gregg 
said. "Halfback Tyler Warn 
(senior, 5-11,180) leads that 
arsenal, and Casey Kamp 
(senior quarterback, 5-6, 
140) does an excellent job 
running their wishbone of¬ 
fense. He hides the ball 
well, and he's a feat, tough 
runner himself, despite his 
relatively small size., 

"Then they have a big, 
braising fullback in Corey 
Carr (junior, 5-11, 225),“ he 
added. 

"We also think their cen¬ 
ter, Corey Yoder (senior, 6- 
1,175) is very good." 

The Huskies' 5-3 defen¬

Huskies Aim To Shore Up Playoff

There’s a lot more than 
just cross-county bragging 
rights riding on tomorrow 
night's Northern vs. South¬ 
ern High varsity football 
game for NHS's Huskies, 
who must come away with 
a win in order to have a 
shot at making the upcom¬ 
ing Class 1A West Region 
playoffs. If Northern wins - 
and Fort Hill (6-3) loses to 
top-ranked Allegany (9-0) 
tomorrow - the Huskies (6- 
2) will lay daim to the 
fourth seed slot in the re¬ 
gion's post-season bracket¬ 
ing. 

Kickoff is scheduled for 7 
p.m. tomorrow night at 
Northern High, with Senior 
Night festivities to take 
place before the contest and 
during the halftime inter¬ 
mission, where the 1955 
NHS football team will be 
among the honorees (see 
below for details). 

The Huskies' sole route 
to the playoffs must go 
through the Rams, who 
have lost their last three 
outings to some very strong 
opponents. Despite strag¬ 
gling in the won-lost col¬ 
umn, Southern is "not your 
typical 3-6 team," as Husky 
coach Phil Carr put it this 
week. "You can throw the 
records oar fbr this game 
every time, especially to¬ 
morrow, because this year's 
match-up is about as even 
as 

time, 
observed. 

The conflict will be likely 
be decided by two factors, 
according to Carr the 
showdown along the line of 
scrimmage, and the turn¬ 
over ratio. 

"Southern's line has been 
steadily improving, and is 
now playing quite well and 
with a lot of confidence," 
the coach said. "Like us, the 
Rams are all about execut¬ 
ing your game plan, which 
begins at the line of scrim¬ 
mage. It's a matter of *what 
you see is what you get,' 
and you just have to go out 
and do it. 

"The same thing hold* 
true for the turnover differ¬ 
ential; the team that forces 
more turnovers than it com¬ 
mits is going to have the 
edge. You have to go out 
there and make turnovers 
happen, while protecting 
the ball when you have it." 

Carr remarked that the 
Huskies are concerned with 
the Rams' backfield, which 
mainly runs out of a two- 
back I formation with senior 
fullback Nick Gregg (5-9, 
186) and halfback Bret 
DeWitt (6-1, 164) lining up 
behind junior quarterback 
Adam VanBogelen (6-0, 
174). At times SHS shifts 
into a three-back power for¬ 
mation, with either senior 
Andrew VanBogelen (6-2, 
188) or classmate Jeremy 
Gregory (5-11, 167) joining 
Gregg at a second fallback 
spot in an inverted 
wishbone set. Southern's 
passing game has a legiti¬ 
mate threat in junior split 
end Ryan DeWitt (6-3, 
166). 

Southern's 5-3 defense is 
anchored by a strong line¬ 
backing corps of Andrew 
VanBogelen in the middle, 
flanked by Bret DeWitt and 
Gregg. The Rams play an 
aggressive brand of defense, 
and the linebackers are 
known to come after oppos¬ 
ing quarterbacks with some 
effective blitsing schemes. 
Much like the SHS offen¬ 
sive line, the Rams' defen¬ 


sive front has been steadily 
improving over the year, 
Carr noted. 

"We've beaten Southern 
in our last three straight 
meetings, making for our 
longest win streak against 
SHS in our program's his¬ 
tory," stated Carr. "We 
know Coach Gregg and his 
Ram players are going to be 
pumpol up to put a stop to 
duit. 

"It's going to be a real 
knock-down, drag-out bat¬ 
tle."

Alzheimer s Disease 

Folate is one the B vitamins that occurs naturally in 
certain foods. FoHc acid is the synthetic form of folate that 
is found in nuiffelonal supplements and added to fortified 
bods. Folate helps produce and maintain new cells in the 
body, and is necessary to make red blood cells and 
prevent anemia. A recent study showed that folate 
consumption could lower the risk of developing 
Alzheimer's disease, a degenerative brain disease that 
Impairs memory, thinking *00 behavior. 

Researchers collected dietary information from 579 
people ages 60 and older, who did not have Alzheimer's 
Over a 10 year period of followup, people who isumed 
at least 400 mforograms of folate dally had a 55% lower 
risk of developing Alzheimer's disease than people who 
did not. Most people in the study reeched that level of 
00 neuroption of folate by taking folic acid supplements. 
However, since the time this study began, folate has been 
added to many foods such as breads, cereals, and other 
grain products.

Forest Conservancy Board

The October meeting of your Garrett County Forest 
Conservancy Board featured discussion of the topics listed 
below. 

ATTENTION FOREST LANDOWNERS 
Soon you will be receiving in the mail a questionnaire 
asking if you would be interested in attending workshops 
regarding forest taxation/estate planning. The board is 
willing to develop such workshops in cooperation with 
Garrett College’s Continuing Education program. Please 
respond. 

Along with the questionnaire there will be information 
on the increase in gypsy moth egg masses this year and 
the need for spraying the larva next spring. You need to 
become familiar with identifying egg masses and spray¬ 
ing. 

NATURAL RESOURCES CAREERS CONFERENCE 
Planning is under way for the annual Natural Re¬ 
sources Careers Conference (NRCC), a weeklong event 
held each July at the Hickory Environmental Education 
Center. The 2006 conference, which will take place during 
the centennial commemoration of forestry in Maryland, 
will feature Global Positioning System training. The pro¬ 
gram is open to two high school students from every 
county in the state and Baltimore city. 

LIBRARY WINDOW DISPLAY 
The November window display at the Oakland Library 
was developed by the Forest Conservancy Board, and 
features wood products, fire control and the 2006 Mary¬ 
land centennial of forestry. 

FOREST MANGEMENT IN STATE FORESTS 
In addition to providing recreation, watershed protec¬ 
tion and wildlife habitat, these lands return money to the 
county treasury. Governor Ehrlich recently presented the 
county commissioners with a $900,000 check generated 
by timber sales and park uses. Professional forest manage¬ 
ment techniques used in the Savage River and Potomac- 
. Garrett state forests returned 52 percent of that amount 
which came from timber sales of these forests. There is a 
live and profitable wood products industry in Garrett 
County. Professional foresters make sure the allowable 
cut does not exceed growth on all state forest lands. Re¬ 
member, look over your woods for insect and disease 
problems.

The next meeting of the Garrett County Forest Conser¬ 
vancy Board is slated for 9 a.m. on Monday, Nov. 14, at 
the Mt. Nebo office. The public is invited.

Exercise: Sticking With It 

With the holidays right around the comer, make sure 
that you are sticking with your exercise and dieting plans. 
This is the time of year when people tend to get off track 
and often lose motivation. Exercise shouldn't be some¬ 
thing you do only when you want to drop those 10 extra 
pounds. To be successful, it has to be thoroughly inte¬ 
grated into your lifestyle; it should be something you do 
as routinely as eating, sleeping, and taking your morning 
shower. Unfortunately, that can be difficult, as you may 
already know. The information below may help you stay 
on course when your motivation starts to diminish 

‘Make it personal. Your first step on the lifelong path 
to healthy physical activity is to identify what works for 
you. Think about what kind of activities suit your life¬ 
style, time constraints, budget, physical condition, and 
likes and dislikes. This is a very important step because 
many people will quit exercise programs or make excuses 
not to exercise for many of the reasons previously listed.

‘Make it fit. For most people, time constraints are a 
major problem to overcome.

Can 
you get up half an hour earlier every morning for a walk? 
Would this mean going to bed earlier? Be realistic. In ad¬

to add bits of activity and recreational exercise, an extra 
lap around the mall when you're shopping or a Saturday 
morning bike ride. After the first week, adjust your sched¬ 
ule in places where it may not be working. 

•Set some goals. Set a long-term goal, and break it into 
weekly or monthly targets. For example, to drop 25 
pounds in a year, you'll need to lose just over 2 pounds a 
month. Some prefer to set short-term goals that lead to¬ 
ward a long-term goal. That way you can feel a sense of 
accomplishment when you reach the short-term goals.

Almost anything can knock 
you offtrack: a bad cold, an out-of-town trip, or a stretch 
of bad weather. That’s why it's critical to learn how to 
reclaim your routine. If you've been away from your rou¬ 
tine for two weeks or more, don't expect to start where 
you left off. Cut your workout in half for the first few days 
to give your body time to readjust. 

The bigger challenge may come in getting yourself 
back in an exercise frame of mind. Try to keep confidence 
in yourself when you relapse. Instead of expending energy 
on feeling guilty and defeated, focus on what it’ll take to 
get started again. Once you resume your program, you'll 
be amazed at how quickly it will begin to feel natural.

If tffS&fvMlAl used "ih' certain' Injectable ‘ 
products. It contains about 50% mercury. Since the 1930s, 
thimerosai has been widely used in vaccines. Over the past 
several years, concern about the use of thimerosai has been 
increasing. The medical community has realized that even low 
levels of mercury exposure could raise the potential for toxic 
effects. Infants were of particular concern as they now receive 
many vaccines throughout their formative years and are likely 
to be a greater risk. 

In July 1999, the U.S. Public Health Service and the 
American Academy of Pediatrics issued a joint statement 
formally requesting that manufacturers eliminate or reduce the 
amount of thimerosai in vaccines as a precautionary measure. 
Today, with the exception of some flu vaccines, none of the 
vaccines used in the U.S. to protect preschool aged children 
contain thimerosai. For adults, an annual influenza vaccine 
with current reduced amounts is likely to pose little risk. 
Thimerosai may still be used in the early stages of vaccine 
manufacturing but is removed through a purification process 
rendering the product essentially thimerosal-free. For a list of 
mercury-containing vaccines, go to www.fda.gov or to 
www.cdc.gov.

MEMORIES OF GARRETT 
COMMUNITY COLLEGE 

"Arc you still teaching?" "Are you still at the college?" I 
heard those questions eveiy time I would see a former 
GCC student in a grocery store or on the streets of Oak¬ 
land. It always made me realize two things: At least one 
student remembered me, and I had been working there so 
long that my name had beco"»<* associated with longevity. 
The numbers added up. The college opened in 1971. 1 
started there in 1972 and stayed for 30 yean. In that time 
I saw the college grow from three buildings and about 100 
students to what it is today, and I am proud to have been 
a pert of that growth 

We were a true "community" college then, as most of 
our students came from this area and most of them were 
first in their families to seek higher education. The cam¬ 
pus environment then was more like that of a large family 
than a college. Because I taught English, 1 knew most of

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the students, and I tried to calm tbeir fears about writing 
college papers. "Write about what you know," I told 
them. "Get your thoughts down on paper; and don’t 
worry about where to put the commas. We’ll take care of 
that later." I have fond memories of those early classes 
and a great appreciation for the many things I learned 
(torn the students. 

Another dictum to my students of writing has always 
been to show the reader with concrete details rather than 
tell about it. Two students in one of my early English 101 
classes, Ben and Pete, accepted my advice and wrote 
about what they knew — hunting rattlesnakes in an old 
abandoned railroad tunnel in Swanton. I probably learned 
more than I wanted to know when I read those papers 

Then there was Rob in creative writing dass, who 
showed me the beauty of an open road in the poems he 
wrote about going out with his bike and his guitar. In an¬ 
other class I learned from Jotmny all the steps in the pro¬ 
cess of milking a cow - something I have never done. I 
also learned how to build a tree stand and where to find 
the biggest trout. The Garrett students taught me many 
things a city-bred person would never know. 

Even more than sharing the know-how of being self- 
sufficient in the natural world, they were an inspiration to 
me, a tonic for my spirit. I knew several young single 
mothers who persisted in getting their education for the 
sake of their children. And there was Beulah who took her 
first college dass at the age of 65, and Ida, mother of nine, 
whose door was always open to someone needing a home 
or just a good meaL I remember Ellis, a World War II 
veteran of the U.S. Army Tank Corps, who taught me 
and all of the students in the dass the real meaning of 
"hillbilly" and why he was proud to be one. 

Back in 1972 we had no d»-**ooms, no stauoiuuy 
chalk boards, and just enough tablet-arm desks to get by. 
One of my afternoon classes had 32 students and 31 
chairs. At the time there was a gang of 7-8 young male 
students who would rather play hearts than go to dass. 
They occupied a permanent table in the room we then 
called Servomation, now the Art Gallery, and kept the' 
game going all day, running to class between hands. In 
the hearts dub I remember Tom, Bill, Charlie, Rick, 
Dave, Shoe, Barney, and probably a few others. 

Two of the hearts players were in my afternoon class. I 
jokingly suggested that they take turns coming to class, 
one on Tuesday, the other on Thursday, thereby saving a 
chair. They knew I was kidding, but nevertheless decided 
to try the arrangement for a week. Like a dutiful teacher I 
marked them both absent.

A major problem with ths open-spa os learning center 
where we had teaching areas but no walls was the lack of 
sound barriers. There were -table room dividers and 
portable chalk boards around us that formed a visual bar¬ 
rier from die knees to the bsad but did not contain the 
sound. Students sitting in English dass in Area B would 
hear mathematical equations from Area C and the laws of 
economics from Area D. Wherever they sat, whichever 
dass they were in, all of the students would hsar Dr. 
Dailey, the history professor, he of die golden throat, 
whose voice carried throughout the learning center. When 
George was teaching, everyone took history. 

Campus life for Garrett students was not entirely aca¬ 
demic in those early days, as we had an octive student 
government association, other dubs, a yearbook and stu¬ 
dent newspaper, and a wide variety of intramural sports 
that ranged from ping-pong to touch football.' Younger 
members of the faculty and staff joined with the students 
to form the teams. It was not unusual to see the women’s 
volleyball coadi swatting a softball, or the history profes¬ 
sor catching a pass in a touch football game. 

Because 1 was advisor to the yearbook and the newspa¬ 
per, students oh the staffs of these pub'^-'^ns congre¬ 
gated in my office, where there was usually a crowd and a 
jar of jellybeans. I would see editors Mary Jane and 
Sharon around campus with their notebooks, and Bonnie 
with a camera looking for photo ops. For five years we 
published a yearbook and attempted to get every student’s 
photo in it. 

Another project I remember well was the Special 
Olympics that we started in the early ’70s. Eadi year Suz¬ 
anne, Doug, and Dave led small groups of GCC students 
to visit classrooms in county sdiools and train special ed. 
students in the Olympic events, and each spring our cam¬ 
pus would host the Garrett County Special Olympics. It 
was gratifying to see the sportsmanship and the friend¬ 
ships between the special ed. students and college students 
devdop over the years. I remember Roger, a perennial 
competitor, who was die crowd favorite, and a sweet¬ 
faced litde boy named Ronnie who, despite his crippling 
illness, wanted to compete in die relay. When it was his 
turn to cany the baton, a little girl on his team yelled,

As years passed, the college grew in all dimensions, 
and along with more students we got classrooms with 
walls, computer labs, new buildings, a residence hall, an 
information tedinology center, and a center for outdoor 
studies. We began to see the second generation of Garrett 
families come to college. The year before I retired it was 
my pleasure to have in dass the daughter of a couple who 
had met in my English dass in the e^riy ’70s. Our students 
are still the remarkable people thev Were than. 1

TYPES OF FUELS 
by Dr. Thonuu P. *heihen 

Q. What are the differences - chemical and economic - 
between gasoline, diesel fuel, aviation gat, heating oil, natural 
gas, propane, methane and butane? How are their prices interre¬ 
lated? 

All of these fuels are in the class known as hydrocarbons. 
Their chemistry is based on bonds between hydrogen and 
carbon atoms. The same is true of wood and coal. When 
a C - H bond breaks in a chemical reaction, it releases 
energy. The very ordinary word burning signifies exactly 
that: The C - H bonds break, and oxygen combines with 
either the carbon to form C0 2 or the hydrogen to form 
HjO. The newly formed chemicals are in a lower energy 
state, and therefore there is a net release of energy. That 
energy goes into making whatever gas molecules are 
nearby move faster. We say the process produces heat. 
The hot gases try to expand, and inside an engine they 
can push a piston out of the way. The piston is inside a 
cylinder, so its motion is in only one direction; and it is 
connected to a crankshaft, which turns and makes a vehi¬ 
cle move forward. 

The simplest hydrocarbon is made of one carbon atom

connected to four hydrogen atonts, in the shape of a tetra¬ 
hedron with the carbon at the center. The formula is CH«, 
the name is methane, and it is commonly called natural gas. 
(It got that name because it is produced in the decay of 
many biological organisms.) 

Generally, carbon likes to have four chemical bonds, 
which means it is usually connected to four other atoms. 
But they need not all be hydrogen. If a carbon atom bonds 
to another carbon atom, and then each of these bond to 
three hydrogen atoms,-the new molecule has the form 
HjC - CH>, or just CjH* for simplicity. That gas is named 
ethane. 

It’s easy to keep going, building up molecules with 
more caiboas in a chain. If another carbon is placed in 
between the H)C and the CH) groups, that carbon will 
have twp of its four bonds connected to the adjacent car¬ 
bons, but the other two bonds will have to connect to 
something else - typically a couple of hydrogen atoms. 
The new formula is HjC - CH 2 - CHj. That is given the 
name propane and has the simple formula C } H t . 

If still another carbon is placed between two carbons, it 
too will “spend” two of its bonds on neighboring carbons, 
and pick up two other hydrogen atoms to complete the 4 
total bonds. That new molecule is HjC - CH 2 - CH 2 - 
CHj. The formula is C 4 H I0 and its name is butane. 

If we draw a diagram of it, it looks like: 

HHHH 

H-C-C-C-C-H

By now it’s becoming visible that a sort of chain is start¬ 
ing to form. It is possible to keep on inserting more car¬ 
bons (each of which will pick up two hydrogens) and 
make a longer chain. If there are eight carbon atoms in 
the molecule, we give it the name octane, and the formula 
is C I H| I An extremely long chain - with thousands of 
carbon atoms in the chain - has the very simple name oil. 

Gasoline is a mixture of several hydrocarbons that are 
pretty similar to octane. The octane rating of gasoline is a 
figure that indicates how much energy will be released 
upon burning. Aviation fuel is a slightly different mixture 
of hydrocarbon chains. Ditto for kerosene and for diesel fuel. 
In dieselfitel, as in home heating oil, in the mixture the num¬ 
ber of carbons is (on average) somewhere around 25-ish. 

Basically, all of these fuels have virtually identical 
chemistry: in burning, the C - H bonds break and release 
energy. Other factors determine the choice by the user. 

The most influential factor for vehicles is that the fuel 
be a liquid. Cars, trucks and buses can run perfectly well 
on methane, but it’s clumsy to use, because it has to be 
stored as a compressed gas. Butane is a liquid at room 
temperature (and propane only needs to be compressed a 
little), but it’s hard to beat gasoline for convenience. As 
the hydrocarbon' chains get longer, they become more 
viscous liquids, and the convenience diminishes. On cold 
days, a diesel engine won’t start unless the fuel is first pre¬ 
heated to get it to flow. There is an industrial heating oil 
named Bunker C that is very thick, and must be pre-heafed 
under all conditions.

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On the other hand, if you’re not moving, you might as 
well go with the lightest hydrocarbon, methane. That’s 
why natural gas is so popular for heating homes, provided 
a pipeline runs to your house. No gas pipe? Use propane or 
heating oil and watch virtually the exact same chemistry 
take place. 

Economics comes in when we ask where these fuels 
come from. When crude oil comes out of the ground, it is 
sent to a refinery, perhaps in tankers crossing the ocean. 
Oil starts out as ah extremely long chain, and at the refin¬ 
ery that chain is broken up into smaller pieces - the pro¬ 
cess is called cradling, naturally enough. Depending on the 
fine tuning of a refinery, they can produce larger or 
smaller shares of heating oil, gasoline, diesel, aviation 
ftiel, and so on. The refiners estimate what’s likely to be in 
demand a few months ahead, and produce more of that 
product and less of another. For example, hardly any 
home heating oil is produced in late spring and sununer. 

If the prioe of crude oil goes up, the price of all refined 
products will go up. There can be local price spikes by hap¬ 
penstance, as when a very cold winter comes along after 
the refiners guessed a smaller amount of home heating oil 
would be needed. Substitution of one ftiel few another is 
happening on a limited basis: Biodiesel ftiel made from soy 
or cornstalks or sugar beets is being used in some markets; 
a blend of ethanol and gasoline is popular in the farm 
states. 

Methane gas is likewise taken out of the ground; in na¬ 
ture it often is found in conjunction with oil. Through a 
series of interconnected pipelines, gas utilities store it in 
huge chambers (especially in the sununer when little is 
needed) and deliver it to buildings on demand. 

Every stage in the process from underground to your 
home or vehicle involves some economic activity, and 
somebody makes money at every stage. The laws of sup¬ 
ply and demand come into play. In today’s world, where 
OPEC supplies 2/3 of America’s oil, and China and India 
would like to buy five times as much as they’re getting, 
supply is stretched pretty thin and prices have gone up. 

Natural gas in America has always been produced do¬ 
mestically. In the late 1970s there was a shortage, but 
eventually the price regulations were lifted and people 
drilled to find more; aTid a decade or so later there was a 
glut and the price of methane dropped. Now we’re back 
to a shortage of natural gas again, and the price has gone 
way up. 

The price of natural gas is slightly tied to the price of 
oil, because many industrial factories can use either, and 
will naturally select the cheapest fuel available. However, 
factors like a cold winter/mild winter or the pricing strat¬ 
egy of OPEC are more important factors in establishing 
the price.

els, officials are expecting 
more Marylanders to apply 
for energy assistance. 

Mary Lou Kueffer, direc¬ 
tor of the state's Office of 
Home Energy Programs, 
said the number of people 
applying this year has al¬ 
ready risen 10 to 12 percent. 

Ehrlich said the program 
will be expanded by raising 
the income limits for eligi¬ 
bility to 175 percent of the 
federal poverty level. For a 
family of four, the new limit 
is $33,862.50 a year. 

He also said a program 
to help winterize area 
homes will get an additional 
$400,000, and Baltimore 
Gas and Electric and Con¬ 
stellation Energy will kick 
in an additional $26 million 
for energy assistance and 
winterization programs. 

The governor made a 
"direct pitch to the people of 
Maryland," asking them to 
"be a little more generous 
this winter," and give to 
non-profits that help low-in¬ 
come Maryland residents 
pay the bills. 

The Maryland Energy 
Assistance Program is large¬ 
ly ftinded by the federal 
government, which gave 
Maryland around $29 mil¬ 
lion last year. This year, 
Kueffer said, "we’re hoping 
we get somewhat more," 
but she's concerned that the 
amount could be less. 

"This extra ftinding [from 
the state] is going to help us 
tsemendously," she said. 

The latest projections 
from the federal Energy 
Information Administration 
indicate that consumers can 
expect to pay about 40 per¬ 
cent more to heat their 
homes with natural gas this 
winter than last. Heating oil 
will cost about 27 percent 
more. Although natural gas 
prices fell slightly at the end 
of October, they remain 
near record levels for this 
time of year.

According to the 
state's Agricultural Statistics 
Service, there were 12,100 
farms last year, but 14,500 
in 1994, a 16.5 percent de¬ 
cline. At the beginning of 
the 20th century there were 
49,000 farms in Maryland. 
The 2002 Census of Agri¬ 
culture said there were 683 
farms in Harford County, 
fifth overall in the state. 

The grants may not be 
much, Keyes said, but 'it's 
money we didn't have to 
spend ourselves. It makes a 
difference when you have to 
pay for everything yourself." 

Keyes recently bought a 
40-acre farm in Aberdeen, 
and leases the Havre de 
Grace farm. If he decides to 
expand his ice cream and 
cheese business, Keyes said, 
he'd likely have to scale 
back on working with his 
dairy cows. 

Although not economi¬ 
cally feasible, Keyes said, "I 
wouldn't mind if I could 
give the product away . . . 
it's the kids really, I see their 
eyes light up and they say, 
Ice cream.'"

"County committees help administer federal farm pro¬ 
grams at the local level. It is vital that FSA committees 
represent a cross-section of producers in each commu¬ 
nity," said McCartney. "I encourage all eligible producers, 
especially minorities and women, to make a difference by 
voting in this year’s FSA county committee election." 

FSA county committees help ensure that FSA agricul¬ 
tural programs serve the needs of local producers. Com¬ 
mittees provide input on commodity price support loans 
and payments, conservation programs, disaster payments 
for some commodities, and other farm disaster assistance. 
FSA committees operate within official regulations de¬ 
signed to carry out federal laws. Most committees consist 
of three to five members, and may have one or more ap¬ 
pointed advisors to further represent the interests of mi¬ 
nority and women farmers. 

Agricultural producers who participate or cooperate in 
any FSA program and are of legal voting age are eligible 
to vote. A person supervising and conducting the farming 
operations on an entire farm, but not of legal voting age, 
may also vote. 

Ballots were mailed to eligible producers on November 
4. Eligible producers should contact the Preston County 
FSA Office if they do not receive a ballot. All ballots must 
be returned to the voter's FSA office or be postmarked by 
December 5. 

During this year's nomination period, the following 
LAA I producers were nominated: Suzanne Benson and 
Phyllis Summers, both of Bruceton Mills; and Delmas 
Westfall and William Whetsell, both of Albright. 

The candidate receiving the most votes serves a three- 
year term as the elected county committee member. The 
person receiving the second most votes serves a three-year 
term as the first alternate. The candidate receiving the 
third most votes serves as second alternate for three years. 

Approximately one-third of the nearly 8,000 committee 
seats nationwide are up for election annually. Newly 
elected committee members and alternates will take office 
January I, 2006.

director of Delmarva Poul¬ 
try Industry Inc., a trade 
association for the chicken 
industry, greeted the shift as 
good news. "We welcome 
the Chesapeake Bay Foun¬ 
dation's help in our efforts 
to preserve agriculture in 
Maryland," he said. 

But as much as they offi¬ 
cially welcome their new 
partners, many farmers are 
still a bit skeptical about the 
turnaround, struggling to 
get past the wounds in¬ 
flicted in the pfiesteria scare 
in 1997. High nitrogen lev¬ 
els from runoff are believed 
to have contributed to a 
bloom of the micro&gih- 
ism, leading to fish kills in 
the Chesapeake Bay water¬ 
shed. Farmers were blamed 
for most of the problem. 

"Farmers in general re¬ 
sent the implication that 
we're not good stewards of 
the land," said David Shaw, 
who owns a small organic 
produce farm in Howard 
County. 

Lynne Hoot, executive 
director of the Maryland 
Grain Producers Associa¬ 
tion, said the farmers she 
represents are "cautiously 
optimistic” about the new 
alliance. "There’s not as 
much trust as there could 
be," she said, adding that 
some of her farmers refer to 
environmental groups as 
"cash by fear" operations, 
more concerned with fund¬ 
raising efforts than solving 
problems. 

"Farmers want an under¬ 
standing of the facts because

Turkey Day Is 
Drawing Near... 

by Willie Lantz, Maryland 
Cooperative Extension

As the temperature gets 
colder and the leaves start to 
fall off the trees, we start 
making plans for the big fall 
holiday of Thanksgiving. 

The key player in the 
holiday is the turkey. Tur¬ 
key is thought to be the tra¬ 
ditional meal for Thanksgiv¬ 
ing and Christmas, but it 
was not until the 1940s, 
when modem turkey pro¬ 
duction dramatically cut the 
price of turkey, that it be¬ 
came the most common 
food for the Thanksgiving 
and Christmas meals. 

The modem domesti¬ 
cated turkey is descended 
from the North American 
wild turkey. The modem 
turkeys arc broad-breasted 
varieties, which are often 
white in color. These varie¬ 
ties are prized for their 
white meat, fast growth, 
and excellent feed conver¬ 
sion rations Commercial 
turkey production focuses 
on producing a large num¬ 
ber of birds in environmen¬ 
tally controlled houses. 
These birds are fed a diet of 
com and soybeans, which 
provides for fast, efficient 
growth 

While the United States 


produces 250 million tur¬ 
keys each year, most of 
which are produced in large 
production houses, many 
small-scale farmers have 
turned to raising broilers 
and turkeys on pasture. 
These birds are brooded 
inside for four weeks until 
they are old enough to fend 
for themselves outside. 
Once moved outside, the 
turkeys can utilize forage 
(mostly grasses) for up to 
50% of their diet. The other 
50% of their diet is made up 
of ground com, soybeans, 
and oats. The turkeys’ diet 
is supplemented with all¬ 
natural minerals and vita¬ 
mins. It takes about 15 to 20 
weeks to raise a 15 to 20- 
pound dressed turkey. 

Pastured turkeys are con¬ 
fined to a small pasture area 
using a portable nylon mesh 
fence that can be connected 
to an electrical fencer. The 
electrical fencer provides an 
electrical shock to prevent 
outside predators from en¬ 
tering the turkey area. The 
turkeys are moved to a new 
pasture every couple of days 
by, -pulling, up, ,the mesh 
fence and relocating to a 
new *rea. Producers utiliz¬ 
ing the broad-breasted white 
birds have no problem con¬ 
fining the birds with a 3-foot 
high fence, as the birds have 
a very limited ability to fly 

Garrett College has been 
conducting pastured poultry 
demonstrational projects 
this past year. Utilizing the 
farm facilities at 960 Mosser 
Road in McHenry, Richard 
McCrobie, coordinator of 
agricultural studies, has 
raised about 300 pasture 
broilers and 100 pasture 
turkeys. 

"The demonstrational 
projects are designed to al¬ 
low potential producers in 
the area to experience first¬ 
hand what raising pasture 
poultry is all about," he 
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said. 

How to keep detailed 
feed records, compare vari¬ 
ous feeds, and other produc¬ 
tion information can be 
made available to local pro¬ 
ducers. In addition to rais¬ 
ing poultry, the Garrett Col¬ 
lege Agriculture Program 
has set up an on-farm poul¬ 
try processing facility. The 

facility enables the college 
and other local producers to 
process their farm-raised 
poultry and sell it directly to 
consumers. 

The pasture poultry and 
processing facility at Garrett 
College has assisted produc¬ 
ers with learning more 
about pasture poultry, 
which is a fast-growing 
small farm enterprise. The 
ability to process the birds 
has also opened up market¬ 
ing opportunities for many 
small producers.

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ronment, said Delegate J.B.

Andrew Fellows, Chesa¬ 
peake program director for 
Clean Water Action, said 
his group is also working to 
be more supportive of agri¬ 
culture. 

Fellows said that in 
many cases the problem lies 
in how the requests of form¬ 
ers are framed. "They're 
happy to do things," he 
said. "They just don’t want 
to be told to do it." 

Much of the work need¬ 
ed now is building bridges, 
Fellows said. "Farmers love 
to swim and fish, too.” 

But many formers, and 
their advocates say they are 
still put off by what they see 
as an unfair proportion of 
blame being delivered at 
their bam doors. 

"It's a lot easier to get 
farmers to change than the 
general public," Hoot said. 
"If you put a cover crop on 
every acre, but everyone's 
still driving around in SUVs 
and putting fertilizer on 
their lawns, you're still jn 
trouble." 

"A lot of bad blood came 
from the pfisteria scare in 
the 90s," Jennings said. "A 
lot of parties contributed to 
the-problem, but only-one 
was held accountable." 

Jeffrey Griffith, president 
of the Anne Arundel Coun¬ 
ty Farm Bureau, said a lot 
of that bad pubheity was 
based on misconceptions. 
"People didn't really stop to 
think" before blaming form¬ 
ers, he said. 

"It would have been nice 
if it could have happened 10 
years ago," Hoot said. "Of 
course, that’s still better 
than waiting 10 more.”

Citizens Advised 
To Boil Water 

After consulting with the 
Maryland Department of 
the Environment (MDE), 
the Garrett County Depart¬ 
ment of Public Utilities has 
issued a boil-water advisory 
to the residents and busi¬ 
nesses served by the Mtn. 
Lake Park water system. 
The advisory also extends 
to customers in Loch Lynn. 

Because of a power out¬ 
age, unchlorinated water 
has entered the Mtn. Lake 
Park water system, the advi¬ 
sory said. MDE recom¬ 
mends that residents served 
by the system boil the water 
used for cooking and drink- 
ing purposes until further 
notice. 

Residents are advised to 
bring die water to a roiling 
boil for at least one minute, 
which is sufficient to ensure 
that the water is safe to use 
for cooking and drinking. 
Boiled or bottled water 
should be used for drinking, 
making ice, brushing teeth, 
making drinks, and food 
preparation. Water should 
be cooled before use to pre¬ 
vent bums or scalding. The 
water is safe to uaefor bath¬ 
ing, and washing without 
boiling. 

The advisory warns that 
some individuals may be 
more vulnerable than the 
geheral population to con¬ 
taminants in drinking water. 
Immunocompromised indi¬ 
viduals such as those with 
cancer undergoing chemo¬ 
therapy, persons who have 
undergone organ trans¬ 
plants, people with HIV/ 
AIDS or other immune sys¬ 
tem disorders, and the eld¬ 
erly and infants may be par¬ 
ticularly at risk from infec¬ 
tions. These individuals are 
advised to seek advice from 
their health care provider.

Proposed DCL Zoning Amendment 
Would Allow Golf Course Amenities 


The Garrett County com¬ 
missioners held a public 
hearing this week on a pro¬ 
posed amendment to the 
Deep Creek Watershed 
Zoning Ordinance. As sub¬ 
mitted by William Franklin 
of Thousand Acres Devel¬ 
opers Inc. (TAD), the pro¬ 
posal would allow commer¬ 
cial amenities traditionally 
associated with golf courses 
to be constructed in any 
residential zone within the 
watershed. 

The commissioners will 
announce their decision on 
the proposal on Nov. 29. 

As currently written, 18* 
public golf courses are 
permitted under the ordi¬ 
nance in all zones, but the 
commercial aspects of club¬ 
houses - such as restau¬ 
rants, lounges, and retail 
pro shops - are not allowed 
in residential section^ 

TAD wants to build an 
18-hole golf course with a 
restaurant and other ameni¬ 
ties along the Northern 
Shore of Green Glade Cove 
in the Thousand Acres area, 
which is zoned residential. 

"We see this as an oppor¬ 
tunity to give so mething 
back to tbe community,” 
said Joe Franklin, William's 
father, about the project. He 
noted that both his family 
and his-wife's family had a- 
long association with Deep 
Creek Lake. Franklin said 
Garrett County residents 
would be offered reduced 
rates one day a week at the 
golf course. 

He indicated that TAD's 
goal was to retain the pri- - 
vate, residential atmosphere 
of Thousand Acres. 

Director John Nelson, 
Garrett County Planning 
and Land Development De¬ 
partment, said the Planning 
Commission had reviewed 
the proposed amendment' 
with respect to its impact on 
the district. It conchidsd

some negative impact, 
said. As a result, the 
commission suggested a few 
changer. 

Commercial aspects 
could be allowed in residen¬ 
tial zones, but only by spe¬ 
cial exception. The commis¬ 
sion also suggested that the 
proposed amendment read 
"public golf course dub- 
house associated with a 
public 9*hole golf course 
and above," instead of ”.... 
a public 18-hole golf 
course." 

Nelson said his office 
received a number of letters 
about the amendment. Thir¬ 
teen pieces of correspon¬ 
dence from citizens, most of 
whom own property near 
the proposed golf course, 
were presented to the com¬ 
missioners and submitted 
for the record. / 

Several residents attend¬ 
ing the hearing also voiced 
their opinions. Formej 
Deap Creek Lake restaurant 
owner Doug McCIive ap¬ 
proved Of the TAD project, 


in particular the restaurant. 

"I think what they're go¬ 
ing to do is nice,” he said. 

Since McCIive's dosed a 
few years ago, all he hears is 
how much people miss it, 
he said. "To me, it seems 
the general public wants 
another restaurant,” Mc¬ 
CIive said. 

He noted that his restau¬ 
rant was located near" 
homes and that those resi¬ 
dents seemed to enjoy hav¬ 
ing the establishment 
nearby. 

- "I think they're trying to 
Eo the right thing,” he said 
about the Franklins' ap¬ 
proach tp the project. 

Thoasand Acres property 
owner Dr. Joseph Smith, 
however, disagreed. He was 
concerned about the nega¬ 
tive impact of a commercial 
establishment being located 
in a residential setting. He 
and his wife Connie have 
owned a home at Deep 
Creek Lake since the 1960s 
and have seen the traffic 
steadily increase in their 
area over the years. A res¬ 
taurant would only increase 
it more, he said. 

- Smith acknowledged that 
people would like more res¬ 
taurants, but, he said, they 
probably were not talking 
about pladng them in resi¬ 
dential areas. They should 
be in commercial zones. 

"People say there's noth¬ 
ing to do down there (Thou¬ 
sand Acres),” Smith said. 
"[But] that’s why we moved 
down there, because there 
isn't anything to do."

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We Can't Afford It... 

Today is the American Cancer Society's annual 
Great American Smokeout, on which the estimated 
46 million Americans who smoke cigarettes are 
asked to stop smoking for the day, with the 
that it will provide a springboard for them to stop for 
good. 

We have on several occasions written about the 
various health risks of smoking, which are certainly 
no longer news. Nearly everyone knows that, at the 
very least, smoking causes cancer, heart disease, and 
lung disease, certainly for the smoker, and even for 
some "adjacent" non-smokers who are subjected to 
their smoke. Something that is not touted as often is 
the extreme financial and personal costs of engaging 
in this habit. 

The financial cost to the nation is estimated at $94 
billion (yes, billion) just in lost productivity annually, 
plus another $89 billion annually in additional mon¬ 
ies spent on public and private health care. This 
translates to $596 in additional federal and state tax 
dollars per household. Every one of us who is fortu¬ 
nate enough to have health insurance must pay con¬ 
siderably higher premiums because of smokers. 

To the individual smoker, the costs are likewise 
staggering. A pack of cigarettes now costs an average 
of $4.32, meaning a pack-a-day smoker shells out 
over $30 per week, or $1,600 per year. A 40-year-old 
who quits and puts that $1,600 into a 401(k) plan 
wookl have an extra quarter of a million dollars by 
age 70. 

Then there are numerous incidental costs that also 
mount up, because fiankly, smokers - you stink. Not 
figomtivdy, hut beer ally. You stink. Your breath 
stinks, your hair stinks, your dotfaang stinks, your 
furniture stinks, your house stinks, and your car 
stinks, all of which requires additional expense to 
dean and devalues your property. A used, smoke- 
fine autOuiyi/.le, for example, is generally worth 
about $1,000 more in trade than one that is not 
smoke-free. 

And how about those lovely yellow teeth? 

So, smoking causes great suffering and kills peo¬ 
ple, but it also leads to financial hardship and, to 
some extent, isolari'wf It is hoped that the millions 
of Americans who arf addicted to tobacco will take 
note of today's designation as the Great American 
Smokeout and will take steps to at least try to break 
the habit, as most of them would like to do. It is rec¬ 
ognized that it is extremely difficult to quit, but we 
just can't afford it.

The following questions were submitted this week by a 
Friendsvilk resident for Sgt. Bryan Carlson: 

I bum these are tough questions, but l sure would appreciate 
an answer, God bless and may you return safely. 

1) After almost three years have we been successful in securing 

the short road from the Green Zone to the Airport? Is it now safe? 

I'm not sure, I am not stationed in Baghdad, but I do 
know that it is not the most dangerous road in Iraq now. 

2) Is it true that we used napalm and white phosphorous 
bombs on urban areas lib Fallujah and other communities? 

Do not know, have not been there. 

3) How is the electrical service going and the water service for 
tb civilian population? 

Most have electricity and water. They have generators 
that run the power, and workers on the lines everyday. 
Sometimes it is disrupted when insurgents set off a bomb 
Water is also pretty good, unless they blow up a water 
line. 

4) Do you ever resent tb security contractors who mab up to 
$4,000 a week? 

No, they have a job to do as well as we do. They do 
stuff, so we can spend our time working missions. 

5) If tb majority of Iraqis want us to leave and view us as 
occupiers (as evidenced by recent polls in Iraq) how can we expect 
for them to stop blping tb insurgents? 

Most of the Iraqis want us here. I’m not sure how 
someone can take a poll here. Most Iraqis listen to their 
religious leaders to make up their minds. Also, they 
change their minds on a daily basis. In tlie area 1 am in, 
most Iraqis would rather have us here than the Iraqi 
army, since the population is Sunni and the Army is for 
the most part not. 

6) If, in tb end, tb democracy we have enabled becomes a 
strict Muslim government lib in Iran, will tb thousands cf US 
lives and $300 billion spent have been worth it? 

I think that anything is better than Saddam being here. 
In speaking with a few Iraqis, life here is 1,000 times bet¬ 
ter than it was when Saddam was in power. They have 
water, food and electric now, and more than they need. 

7) Do servicemen over in Iraq ever get angry that it now ap¬ 
pears tb war m fas sold to Americans based on forged documents 
and purported evidence that tb Bush Administration knew hws 
false? 

We are here to do our job. Most of us are proud to lie 
here, serving our country and promoting freedom. I 
would rather be fighting terrorists here than on American 
soil, away from my family and yours. 

8) Does it ever depress servicemen that an ever increasing ma¬ 
jority of Americans think tb war was and is a bad idea? 

I don’t think America believes this to be a bad idea. Its 
a mess, yes, but this is war. I think some of America 
thought this would be a Desert Storm, over in a few days, 
with no bloodshed. That is not the case. This is a tough 
war, a war without front lines, or a uniformed enemy. 
The insurgents work and live in the towns, and at one 
point decide tb try and kill us. After an attack, they blend 
into the population. America needs to stand behind its 
troops and support us. This is going to take a while to 
clean up, and if we I fiflve b efore the mission is complete, 
every service membeAHPwas killed would have been for 
nothing. That can not happen. We have to finish this.

Environmental Matters 
Committee. "So the ques¬ 
tion becomes, what are we 
doing and what can we be 
doing to make sure we're 
not making bad decisions 
that could result in devasta¬ 
tion for our citizens?" 

John W. Droneburg, di¬ 
rector of the Maryland 
Emergency Management 
Agency, said Maryland has 
already drawn lessons from 
Hurricane Katrina: Plan¬ 
ning needs to be coordi¬ 
nated between levels of gov¬ 
ernment; evacuation orders 
must be clear and given in 
enough time to react; and 
no matter how much plan¬ 
ning is done, there will al¬ 
ways be a certain percent¬ 
age of people who will re¬ 
fuse to leave, he said.

Business Leaders, Advocacy Group 
Clash Over Corp. Tax Legislation

ANNAPOLIS - Mary¬ 
land business leaders on 
Tuesday blasted legislation 
meant to tighten corporate 
income tax laws and bring 
in millions of dollars in ex¬ 
tra revenue as "universally 
hated" and "one of the 
worn tax decisions the 
Maryland General Assem¬ 
bly could make." 

But an advocacy group 
for working families said 
ihat Maryland residents pay 
taxes every year and so 
should the 60 percent of 
Maryland corporations that 
did not last year, according 
to information from the 
comptroller’s office. 


"People - flesh and b[ood 
human beings - pay a vari¬ 
ety of taxes," Sean Dobson 
of the liberal lobbying group 
Progressive Maryland told a 
joint hearing of two legisla¬ 
tive committees. "They can’t 
resort to creative bookkeep¬ 
ing ... [but companies] are 
positively encouraged to get 
creative and kxwey goosey " 

Laws to tighten the cor¬ 
porate tax structure were 
proposed in the General 
Assembly last session, but 
did not pass. On Tuesday, 
the proposals again came 
before legislators for discus¬ 
sion prior to the opening of 
the legislative session in 
January.

And of alterna¬ 
tive minimum assessment 
she said, "To me, this is one 
of the worst tax decisions 
that the Maryland General 
Assembly could make" be¬ 
cause it could be.imposed 
on businesses that aren’t 
necessarily profitable 

Dobson said Tuesday's 
, dire predictions by business 
lobbyists are the "exact 
same language" that busi¬ 
ness used to fight laws that 
made it impossible for cor¬ 
porations to dodge Mary¬ 
land taxes by transferring 
profits to Delaware, where 
there is no corporate in¬ 
come tax. Closing that loop¬ 
hole has generated $247 
million in revenues to date. 

A further tightening of 
the corporate tax laws, ac¬ 
cording to the Office of Pol¬ 
icy Analysis, could bring in 
$25 to $50 million, while 
the alternative minimum 
assessment could increase 
state revenues by $169 mil¬ 
lion. 

But Joseph R Crosby of 
the Council of State Taxa¬ 
tion, a nonprofit trade or¬ 
ganization, pointed out that 
corporate income tax was 
becoming "over the years 
less important," making up 
only 3.6 percent of Mary¬ 
land's total taxes in 2004 
and that the "elimination of 
corporate income tax all 
together...[is] going to get 
more jobs and employ¬ 
ment." 

Dobson, however, pre¬ 
sented polls to the legisla¬ 
tors, telling them the issue 
of finding higher revenues 
for the state will be the 
"biggest problem you're go¬ 
ing to face over the next 
couple years." 

"It's hard to imagine that 
asking companies to pay a 
little bit more is going to 
make the sky fall in," he 
said. "I don't understand 
why corporations get treat¬ 
ed better than regular peo¬ 
ple."

trucks entering Oakland, 32 
percent were tractor-trailers, 
and 58 percent of all trucks 
are making in-town deliver¬ 
ies - therefore over half the 
trucks wouldn't even use a 
bypass; furthermore, the 
study's capacity analysis 
assigned a top grade for 
Oakland, and the accident 
analysis showed no tractor- 
trailer involvement in any of 
the six minor accidents in 
the study. The state's traffic 
counts for Oakland from 
1996 to 2005 confirm only a 
9 percent overall increase, 
for an average of 1 percent 
per year. 

"Based on the state's own 
studies, do we really need 
this bypass?" she asked.

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NHS Edges Rams By One, But 
Edged Out Of Playoffs By 0.08 


The sweet taste of a hard- 
fought victory soured within 
48 hours when the Northern 
High varsity football squad, 
fresh off a thrilling 21-20 
win over a tough Southern 
team Friday night, learned 
by Sunday night that a tech¬ 
nicality had ousted diem 
from an anticipated berth in 
the state playoffs. Despite 
Fort Hill's Saturday loss to 
Allegany which had appar¬ 
ently ended the Sentinels' 
season at 6-4 and cinched a 
playoff spot for the 7-2 Hus¬ 
kies, the Maryland Public 
Secondary Schools Athletic 
Association (MPSSAA) 
ended up awarding the post¬ 
season berth to Fort Hill in 
a rather convoluted, and in 
some aspects still question¬ 
able, decision. 

The crux of the matter 
was the MPSSAA's finding 
that a player for Baltimore's 
Douglass High had played 
the fUll season while ineligi¬ 
ble; therefore, that school 
was forced to forfeit its nine 
wins. One of those wins 
was awarded to Southside 
Academy, which had lost to 
FH during the season, and 
therefore the Sentinels' win 
in that meeting took on the 
extra weight of one point in 
the point system break¬ 
down. When the dust set¬ 
tled and the calculators 
cooled, MPSSAA officials 
had decided that the extra 
bonus point gave Fort Hill a 
rating, 0.08 points 
ahead of NHS's 5.42 - so 
the Sentinels were in, And

and speed limits.'' 

Those suggestions wese 
more in line with state 
smart-growth plans and 
local growth management 
plans, including the Town 
of Oakland Comprehensive 
Plan which, as Alvarez 
pointed out, provides guid¬ 
ance for officials to "ensure 
permanent open space is 
established in conjunction 
with future land develop¬ 
ment [and] facilitate resi¬ 
dential and non-residential 
development that will help 
maintain the viability of the 
existing central business 
area." 

"The problems this pro¬ 
ject is supposed to solve 
would only be execrated by 
a bypass; it seems that every 
argument put forth for a

"For instance, peopo- 
nents say that Corridor H in 
West Virginia will bring a 
lot of new traffic hare, espe¬ 
cially tracks, therefore, we 
need a bypass in place; but 
if that's true, that is in fact 
an argument against the 
bypass. Do we really want 
to promote more tracks and 
traffic right here in town 


with this bypass? That's all 
the more reason not to buikl 
it between two little towns." 

State Highway Admini¬ 
stration officials reiterated 
this week that their progres¬ 
sion on the project is fueled 
by the expressed support of 
the area's elected officials. 
"Your elected officials need

Continued from Page A-9 
day traffic requires that the 
bypass be upgraded to a 
four-lane highway, which is 
MDOTs stated intent, it 
would require a two-lane 
roundabout the size of a 
football field. 

"Are these the kinds of 
impacts we want smack dab 
in between Oakland and 
Mtn. Lake Park?" she 
asked. 

"Our research shows that 
we need not 'reinvent the 
wheel,' and some solutions 
that would be better and 
much cheaper than a bypass 
include the addition of turn¬ 
ing lanes or a center lane, 
especially on Third Street;

Open Air Bum 
Regs. Noted By 
Forest Service 


With the arrival of 
autumn, traditionally a time 
high forest fire danger in 
Maryland, the Department 
of Natural Resources Forest 
Service has issued a re¬ 
minder on the state's regu¬ 
lations for open air burning. 
These regulations apply to 
all burning in woodlands 
and within 200 ft. of wood¬ 
lands, and burn activities 
adjacent to or wi* K «" an area 
where flammable materials 
could ignite and carry fire to 


woodlands. 

These regulations are: 

•A natural or constructed 
fire break at least ten feet 
wide must, completely sur¬ 
round the material to be 
burned; 

• ’ •Adequate personal and 
equipment must be present to 
prevent the fire fiom es¬ 
caping; . . 

•At least one responsible 
person must remain at the 
burning location until the 
last spark is out. 

•Burning that takes place 
between 4p.m. and midnight 
does not require a permit; 

- *Open air burning prior to 
4 p.m. requires a burning 
permit fiom DNR and fiom 


the Health Department. In- 
fprmgtion on open air 
burning can be obtained by 
contacting the Garrett 
County Health Department, 
8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Monday 
thioqgh Friday at 301-334- 
7766, or the DNR Forest 
Service at 301-334-3296. 

Open air burning of any 
type not in accordance with 
these regulations is subject to 
citations and fines ranging- 
fiom $50 to $250. 

"Typically, fall is die time 
of foe year when many 
r-vt-w-y owners are »«• 
ducting outdoor burning of 
leaves and other debris. 
Unfortunately, many people 
do not burn safely, resulting 


in wildfires," said state 
forester Ernie Metz of foe 
Mt. Nebo Forest Ser vice 
office. 

Over 253 wildfires burned 
3,149 acres in Maryland last 
year, and 25 of these fires 
were in western Mary!**’' 1 , 
with six of those occurring in 
Garrett County. 

Debris burners caused *14 
wildfires in western Mary¬ 
land in 2004,* which was 56 
percent of the wildfires for 
the region. Debris burning in 
Garnett County accounted 
for three fires, or 50 percent 
of foe wildfires in foe county 
last year. 

1 "If you are burning, be 
extremely cautious and be 


certain that the fire does not 
get out of control and spread 
into nearby grass and 
. woods," Metz stated. "The 
protection , of our forest 
resource is vital to the 
continuation of forests for 
water quality protection, 
timber, wildlife habitat, and 
recreation."

Hyperlipidemia is a medical term which refers to 
abnormally high levels of fast such as cholesterol and 
triglycerides in the bloodstream If these levels remain high 
they can lead to health problems such as coronary artery 
disease, heart attack, and stroke Cholesterol combines with 
blood proteins to form complexes called lipoproteins 
Cholesterol carried by low-density lipoprotein (LOL) increases 
the risk of health problems and often is referred to as "bad 
cholesterol," Cholesterol carried by high-density lipro-protein 
(HOL) lowers this risk HDL is referred to as "good cholesterol 
Medicines that change the levels fo blood fat fall into 
several categories Statins including simvastatin, atorvastatin, 
and others reduce LDL-type cholesterol. Bile acid 
sequastrants, such as cholestyramine, can be used alone or in 
combination with the "statins" to lower resistant LOL 
cholesterol.

Plus it’s 
been sitting outside for a while, and 
even if it’s in a dry area, who knows 
what else could take up residence 
inside the mattress? It might be better 
to dispose of it and purchase a new 
one. 

The second problem — a stinky 
room — may be fixable. I recently 
dealt with a si mi lar problem lit 8 trim- 
mercial office. I purchased a liquid 
cleaning solution at the pet store 
designed to break up the enzyme that 
makes that “cat pee" scent linger for 
so long. I sprayed the solution over the 
entire room's carpet and let it dry. 
There are several brands available; I 
just picked one at random and tried it, 
and had very good results. 

If the room is really stinky and a lit¬ 
tle spray bottle won’t do it, contact a 
professional carpet cleaner. He or she 
will deep-treat the carpet with a simi¬ 
lar enzyme solution, reaching any 
soaked-in urine.

contractor to make major modifications. A “set-back” 
thermostat costs about $20, and is easy to install. At night 
when you’re sleeping and in midday when everyone is 
away (school, work, ...), the indoor temperature is set 
lower, but in the morning and later in the day (just before 
folks come home) the temperature goes up. You get to 
decide how big a temperature difference you want, and at 
what time of day the settings are to be automatically 
changed. The U.S. Energy Department estimates that 
people can save up to 10% that way. You don’t notice any 
discomfort at all, but at the end of the heating season, 
you’ll sure notice the savings. 

One way to learn more things that can be done is to 
attend one of the home-energy saving seminars offered by 
the large hardware chains like Lowe’s and Home Depot 
on Sunday afternoons.

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ENERGY SAVING IDEAS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q With the price of heating going up so fast, how can I save 
money on energy around my home this winter? 

Just last week, in the space right alongside this column, 
there was an article about exactly that topic. Some of that 
text said M ...as part of a winterization program - weather 
stripping around the doors, expanding foam in cracks, 
insulation in the attic, a new door where rein used to leak ■ 
into the basement, and energy efficient light bulbs." 

The first step toward conserving energy is to take a 
look around your home and ask yourself a few questions 
about where the energy is going. Little things that you 
didn’t bother to fix in the summertime can cost you real 
money in the wintertime. Paying attention is where it all 
starts. 

By far the cheapest and quickest thing you can do to 
stop wasting energy (qud money) is to eliminate draffs. If 
tfwc were an oQViauaan gaping Jyale in a ) w*|l A 
patch it Well, a *ilty door that doesn’t fit right or doe*v, 
n’t close right is also a big hole - it’s just not round¬ 
shaped, so people tend not to notice it. But it lets in plenty 
of cold air and allows the warm air (which you’ve paid to 
heat) escape. Even if you just shove an old towel under a 
door that is drafty, that will be a good start. To do the job 
right, get a roll of weather stripping. Weather stripping is 
so cheap and easy to install that there is no reason not to 
do it. Window frames don’t get as much notice as door 
frames, but when they’re loose, they still can leak a lot of 
air 

Those cans of spray-insulation foam are a good idea 
too In a typical door frame, there is a hole cut through 
the wood where the metal plate for the locking bar is 
placed Behind that is a void space, often drafty. A quick 
shot with a can of spray insulation will seal up the open 
space behind the plate You can walk around the house 
and find a dozen such minor leaks. With a can of spray 
insulation and a few minutes of effort this time of year, 
you’ll wind up saving lots and lots of dollars over the 
length of the winter. 

If your home has forced-air hcatmg and cooling, re¬ 
member to change the vent settings before winter. Know¬ 
ing that hot air rises and cold air falls, during the heating 
season you want to have the downstairs vents fully open 
and the upstairs vents nearly closed. The warm air will 
drift up the stairs and keep the entire house comfortable. 

One basic principle of heating efficiently is to heat only 
what needs to be heated, and not the entire surroundings. 
An excellent example of this principle at work is the elec¬ 
tric blanket: Knowing exactly where you’ll be for several 
hours, why heat the entire rest of the room? 

Wearing a sweater around the house saves energy too, 
because you’re much less likely to get a chilly feeling and 
turn up the thermostat We’re not talking big changes in 
comfort level here - just a few degrees. That adds up over 
the entire winter. 

There are many other things to do, short of calling in a

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contractor to make major modifications. A “set-back” 
thermostat costs about $20, and is easy to install. At night 
when you’re sleeping and in midday when everyone is 
away (school, work, ...), the indoor temperature is set 
lower, but in the morning and later in the day (just before 
folks come home) the temperature goes up. You get to 
decide how big a temperature difference you want, and at 
what time of day the settings are to be automatically 
changed. The U.S. Energy Department estimates that 
people can save up to 10% that way. You don’t notice any 
discomfort at all, but at the end of the heating season, 
you’ll sure notice the savings. 

One way to leam more things that can be done is to 
attend one of the home-energy saving seminars offered by 
the large hardware chains like Lowe’s and Home Depot 
on Sunday afternoons.

ENERGY SAVING IDEAS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 

Q With the price of heating going up so fast, how can I save > 
money on energy around my home this winter? 

Just last week, in the space right alongside this column, 
there was an article about exactly that topic. Some of that 
text said “. ..as part of a winterization program - weather 
stripping around the doors, expanding foam in cracks, 
insulation in the attic, a new door where rain used to leak - 
into the basement, and energy efficient light bulbs.” 

The fust step toward conserving energy is to take a 
look around your home and ask yourself a few questions 
about where the energy is going. Little things that you 
didn’t bother to fix in the summertime can cost you real 
money in the wintertime. Paying attention is where it all 
starts. 

By far the cheapest and quickest thing you can do to 
stop wasting energy (and money) is to eliminate drafts. If 
qwejweiB VLOfcvjgULttg Mpmg )*>le in a^ wa|L vou’^, 
patch it Well, a drtfty door that doesn’t fit tight or does-,,, 
n’t close right is also a big hole - it’s just not round¬ 
shaped, so people tend not to notice it. But it lets in plenty 
of cold air and allows the warm air (which you’ve paid to 
heat) escape. Even if you just shove an old towel under a 
door that is drafty, that will be a good start. To do the job 
right, get a roll of weather stripping. Weather stripping is 
so cheap and easy to install that there is no reason not to 
do it. Window frames don’t get as much notice as door 
frames, but when they're loose, they still can leak a lot of 
air. 

Those cans of spray-insulation foam are a good idea 
too. In a typical door frame, there is a hole cut through 
the wood where the metal plate for the locking bar is 
placed. Behind that is a void space, often drafty. A quick 
shot with a can of spray insulation will seal up the open 
space behind the plate. You can walk around the house 
and find a dozen such minor leaks. With a can of spray 
insulation and a few minutes of effort this time of year, 
you’ll wind up saving lots and lots of dollars over the 
length of the winter. 

If your home has forced-air heating and cooling, re¬ 
member to change the vent settings before winter. Know¬ 
ing that hot air rises and cold air falls, during the heating 
season you want to have the downstairs vents fully open 
and the upstairs vents nearly closed. The warm air will 
drift up the stairs and keep the entire house comfortable. 

One basic principle of heating efficiently is to heat only 
what needs to be heated, and not the entire surroundings. 
An excellent example of this principle at work is the elec¬ 
tric blanket: Knowing exactly where you’ll be for several 
hours, why heat the entire rest of the room? 

Wearing a sweater around the house saves energy too, 
because you’re much less likely to get a chilly feeling and 
turn up the thermostat We’re not talking big changes in 
comfort level here - just a few degrees. That adds up over 
the entire winter. 

There are many other things to do, short of calling in a

Maryland Farmers Doing Their 
Part To Save Chesapeake Bay 


ANNAPOLIS - Agricul¬ 
ture is Maryland's single 
largest land use, and accord¬ 
ing to the Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, farm¬ 
ers ate committed to pro¬ 
tecting the Chesapeake Bay. 
For more than two decades 
they have spent millions of 
dollars of their own money, 
in addition to spending 
countless hours of labor, to 
match strong state and fed¬ 
eral conservation funding. 
They will continue to incor¬ 
porate soil conservation and 
water quality measures into 
then businesses while ad¬ 
dressing their two greatest 
priorities - the availability 
of farmland and access to 
markets or profitability. 

"During a series of listen¬ 
ing sessions this summer 
leading up to Governor Ehr¬ 
lich's forum on the future of 
agriculture in February, 
hundreds of farmers across 
the sute told us that high 
land prices and limited mar¬ 
kets were threatening to 
drive them ofT their land," 
said Agriculture Secretary 
Lewis R. Riley "Finding 
solutions to these issues is 
key to protecting the Chesa¬ 
peake Bay and its tributar¬ 
ies. As reinforced by the 
Chesapeake Bay Founda¬ 
tion in its Sute of the Bay 
report, 'well managed agri¬ 
cultural land provides many 
more environmenul bene¬ 
fits than developed land.' At 
a time when development 
pressure may be at its great¬ 
est, we need to find ways to 
keep farmers on the land for 
the benefit of the Bay." 

Riley says that Mary¬ 
land's agricultural conserva¬ 
tion accomplishments are 
many and include: 

•Since 1984, farmers 
have spent $11 million of 
their own money to match 
$90 million in government 
cost share Rinding to insull 
more than 20,000 water 
quality best management 
practices on their farms - 
almost three a day each and 
every day of the year for 
more than 20 yean. 

•In 25 yean, the Mary¬ 
land Agricultural Land 


greatest ratio of farmland 
preserved to total land mass 
by any state 

•Under Governor Ehr¬ 
lich, the most cost-share 
funding ever for winter cov¬ 
er was allocated, and 
the Bay Restoration Fund 
has created a stable funding 
source, causing farmers to 
sign up for the program in 
record numbers With 
changes to the program that 
may allow harvesting, it is 
expected that even more 
farmers will participate, 
possibly creating a market 
for alternative fuels such as 
barley for ethanol 

•With contributions of 
more than $ 1.2 million from 
the state and each of the 
poultry companies, more 
than $300 million pounds of 
chicken litter have been 
transported over six years to 
areas where it can be used 
safely. New technologies 
and markets to use poultry 
litter and other animal ma¬ 
nures are promising and 
may soon reduce the vol¬ 
ume of nutrients while pro¬ 
viding profit for farmers. 

•After changes in the 
Water Quality Improve¬ 
ment Act were approved by 
the legislature and signed 
into law by Governor Ehr¬ 
lich last year, nearly 80 per¬ 
cent of farm acreage is now 
being managed under nutri¬ 
ent management plans. 

The federal government 
recognizes these conserva¬ 
tion accomplishments. 
More than 50 percent of 
Maryland farmers achieved 
the highest assistance rate 
from the Conservation Se¬ 
curity Program (CSP), a 
federal program that pro¬ 
vides funds for the farmers 
who go the extra mile for 
conservation. This level was 
the highest in the nation, 
and more fanners in Mary¬ 
land qualified in their first 
year of eligibility than any 
other sute in the Northeast. 

"Incorporating best man¬ 
agement practices such as 
these into a farming opera¬ 
tion ukes time, planning, 
and technical expertise,” 
said Secseury Riley.

The Voice of Agriculture

Today's edition of The Republican includes coverage of 
the recent happenings within our county Farm Bureau 
chapter. These happenings might be of interest to those in¬ 
volved in agriculture, and perhaps some folks from across 
the county in general. But among the issues is something 
known as the Kelo Ruling. The Farm Bureau refers to 
itself as the voice of agriculture, and right now that Voice 
of Agriculture needs to be shouting "Stop!” at the top of its 
lungs.* 

In June 2005, the Supreme Court ruled against the 
rights of private property owners in the case of Kelo ver¬ 
sus City of New London (Conn.). In short, this ruling 
paved the way for private property to be seized for the 
purpose of giving developers access to the property to fa¬ 
cilitate the development of new homes, office buildings, 
and retail space. The city of New London argued that this 
development would result in greater tax revenue and 
more jobs for the city. 

Under the Fifth Amendment of the U.S. Constitution, 
the government may not take private property for public 
use without just compensation. Historically, the court has 
interpreted this wording to mean that the "taking" of prop¬ 
erty can occur only to facilitate the development of re¬ 
sources geared for public use, such as schools, hospitals, 
highways, etc. These types of projects are intended to ben¬ 
efit society as a whole. The significance of this ruling is 
that it paves the way for local governments to support the 
acquisition of private property under eminent domain, 
transfer it to other private interests, and then benefit from 
the tax revenue from the development that was not avail¬ 
able from the property under its original ownership. Be¬ 
cause agricultural land is generally taxed at a lower, if not 
the lowest, tax rate available, it becomes highly suscepti¬ 
ble to seizure under eminent domain in light of the Kelo 
ruling. 

The Kelo ruling has generated outrage among farmers 
from across the state. If left unchallenged, this ruling rep¬ 
resents a real threat to a farmer's ability to retain land dur¬ 
ing a time when development pressures across Maryland 
threaten to destroy agricultural land. On other occasions, 
I have commented about the current state of affairs in our 
own county, as the complexion of Garrett County's land¬ 
scape changes at what 1 describe as a "break-neck" pace. 
So what are we to do? 

Fortunately, in response to the Kelo ruling, a number 
of states have already passed legislation to better protect 
private property. To date, Maryland is not one of those 
states. However, Maryland's Farm Bureau is not silent on 
this issue. In late October, Earl Hance, president of the 
Maryland Farm Bureau, testified to a Congressional com¬ 
mittee on the matter. The American and Maryland Farm 
Bureau organizations have developed the STOP (Stop 
Taking Our Property) campaign, which is geared at get¬ 
ting legislation passed at the state and national levels that 
would discourage local efforts to seize private lands for 
use by other private interests. On Nov. 7, the House of 
Representatives passed legislation that will address the 
concerns being raised in response to the Kelo ruling. This 
legislation will move on to the Senate. 

So, if you are concerned, now is the time to act. Pick up 
your pen or pick up your phone and let your elected offi¬ 
cials know how you feel about this threat to the rights of 
private property owners. Get involved with and support 
the efforts of Farm Bureau. If you have hesitated to join, 
not being dear about what benefit you might reap from 
your membership, here is your answer. Like any organi¬ 
zation)^ is only as effective as its members. To our state 
and national Farm Bureau organization - thanks for your 
efforts to date, and keep up the good work. To our county 
Farm Bureau - this is a call to action. To our local, state, 
and federal elected officials - act now in support of legis¬ 
lation to protect private land holdings; from this voter's 
perspective, your job depends on it.

Draft Fleleased 

A draft of the Transient 
Vacation Rental Unit Ordi¬ 
nance has been released by 
the new Office of Licensing 
and Enforcement, a division 
of the Garrett County Sher¬ 
iffs Office and the Depart¬ 
ment of Planning and Land 
Development. 

The proposed ordinance 
has been presented to the 
Garrett County commis¬ 
sioners for their considera¬ 
tion. A public hearing on 
the issue will be conducted 
in the near future prior to 
the commissioners voting 
cai the draft. 

Should it be approved, 
the ordinance will require 
property owners within the 
Deep Creek Watershed who 
rent their units for a period 
of 14 days or less to register 
and license those units with 
the county. The owners will 
need to meet some mini¬ 
mum requirements to be 
eligible for the license.. 

Most of the same require¬ 
ments have been m place 
since 2003, when the Deep 
Creek Watershed Zoning 
Ordinance was amended, 
noted a Planning and Land 
Development spokesperson.

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Fairness of Flush Tax... 


The Bay (Chesapeake) Restoration Fund was es- 
to do just what its title suggests - save/ 
the Chesapeake Bay. What funds the fund is 
a ttx now commonly referred to as the "flush tax," 
one which must be paid by every citizen of the state. 
Since most of Garrett County's waterways do not 
ultimately empty into the bay, but rather the Missis¬ 
sippi, this particular tax is causing quite a negative 
stir among the residents of the Mountaintop. Appar¬ 
ently only about half of our county residents paid the 
tax which appeared on their recent public utilities 
bill. 

Imposing the flush tax on every Maryland citizen 
was truly a mistake - but not for the reason de¬ 
scribed above. The big mistake made by our state 
legislature was the singling out of this project, and 
then singling out its funding with a new tax. If they 
had simply allocated fimds for bay restoration ef¬ 
forts, and not designated a specific, named tax to 
support it, then there would have been none of this 
backlash from Garrett County residents. 

General tax monies collected by the state - any 
state - are spent on needs and projects throughout 
the state, just as federal tax dollars collected annu¬ 
ally by the IRS are used to fund projects throughout 
the nation, and beyond. If, for example, when the 
Chesapeake Bay bridge were built the legislature had 
designated a specific "bay bridge tax," the same rant¬ 
ing and raving would have ensued as with today's 
flush tax. "We Garrett Countians don't use that 
bridge; why should we have to pay for it!” 

The same, of course, could be claimed by non- 
Garrett County residents if we received money, say, 
for construction of a bridge here. Why should some¬ 
one who lives in Ocean City have to pay for a bridge 
that serves Garrett County? 

So having "our very own" tax money spent some¬ 
where else in the state is certainly nothing new. 

There are two other major points to consider. 
First of all, even though little of Garrett County's 
waters flow into the bay, the well-being of that great 
estuary is absolutely crucial to the economic vitality 
of die entire state of Maryland. The stated economy 
would be severely damaged if the bay were to "die," 
and we in Garrett County would suffer along with 
the rest of die counties if that were to happen. 

Secondly,-if one takes a close look at the stated 
purpose of the Bay Restoration Fund, it reads that, 
while priority for the use of these funds will be treat¬ 
ment facilities that discharge into the bay, the fond is 
also "available for treatment facilities into ... other 
waters of the state." This means tiiat the Youghio- 
gheny watershed in Garrett County, for example, 
could also directly benefit from the fimd. 

No one likes taxes, but the "flush tax" is really no 
more unfair than any other tax from which the fonds 
might be, and often are, spent somewhere far, far 
away jrom Garrett County.

(hopefully) elect representa¬ 
tives based on their posi¬ 
tions on important issues 
and their qualifications to 
further the opinions of the 
citizenry. Additionally, in 
our republic, we ate all free 
to contact our legislators 
and voice opinions concern¬ 
ing important matters of 
oublic policy. 

However, data shows 
that fewer than 10% of 
Americans have ever con¬ 
tacted their legislators. Ad¬ 
ditionally, voter turnout to 


select legislators is less than 
impressive. On average, a 
state election brings out 
40% of the registered voters, 
and a local election brings 
out about 30%. Hence, if we 
cannot get people to vote 
once every few years, or 
contact their legislator con¬ 
cerning issues of impor¬ 
tance, I think it woula be 
rather lofty to assume the 
general public would be 
interested in attending 
monthly meetings or partici¬ 
pating in monthly surveys 
regarding proposed bills. 

Our elected leaders are, 
on the other hand, accord¬ 
ing to Madison in Federalist 
10, people "whose wisdom 
may best discern the true 
interest of their country..." 
Therefore, I propose to al¬ 
low our legislators to con¬ 
tinue as they are. 

If we want to restore "the 
real meaning of democracy" 
in America, I suggest, first 
and foreman, mat we 
Americans begin to exercise 
our right to vote and to con¬ 
tact our legislators concern¬ 
ing issues important to us.

like nursing. These all re- 
qce education and training 
beyond the high school 
level. We’re competing with 
other parts of the state that 
have much higher educa¬ 
tional levels, and we need to 
send a message to employ¬ 
ers that we are serious about 
improving our residents' 
knowledge base and skills. 

"While we'd initially look 
at binding the academic 
tracks, down the line we 
could do the same for vo- 
tech training through the 
college. We're always going 
to need qualified carpenters, 
electricians, plumbers, and 
so on, and thoae jobs pay 
good wages,” stated Hine¬ 
baugh. 

While acknowledging 
that some persons may as¬ 
sume that the county is tak- 
jrs up these djs cv aaiops m 
older.to deflect •■ ‘ffs a of 
the commissioners' approval 
of the controversial project, 
Hinebaugh rejected that line 
of thought. "This is not con¬ 
nected to the wind heility," 
he said.

Drug interactions frequently make news in our society. 
Little is known about the potential interaction between drugs 
and exercise While no one denies the value of routine 
exercise, combining exercise with certain drugs can cause 
potential problems For example, some prescription drugs can 
affect a person's ability to respond appropriately to exercise or 
increased activity. 

Any drug that causes drowsiness such as 
diphenhydramine or any of several pain medicines such as 
propoxyphene can decrease a person s reaction time, balance 
and coordination These drugs can increase the risk of an 
accident, especially when playing sports, driving a car or 
operating equipment Some antibiotics such as ciprofloxacin 
and levofloxacm have been linked to serious injury of tendons. 
This type of antibiotic should be avoided during high-impact 
activities such as weightlifting, jumping, or rapid acceleration 
and deceleration. Stimulants, such as caffeine or 
methylphemdate are taken to enhance athletic performance. 
Howevar, combining stimulants with strenuous activity can 
lead to irregular heartbeats

Imagine yourself descending a steep rocky slope while 
hunting with a loaded center-fire rifle. You suddenly trip 
and the gun goes flying. The gun hits the ground the same 
moment as your body does. Unfortunately, you can see 
the muzzle is pointed directly at you. Will the safety 
work? Maybe. 

This instance shows exactly why Savage Arms engi¬ 
neered a revolutionary safety known as "AccuTrigger." 

Five years ago, it might have seemed unusual to hear 
Savage (www.savagearms.com) mentioned in the same 
breath with Remington or Winchester, the latter two be¬ 
ing veritable American legends. Then Savage engineers 
focused on solving an industry-wide problem. Their ef¬ 
forts succeeded dramatically, resulting in the AccuTrig¬ 
ger, notably on their bolt-action Model 12 Varmint Series. 
The trigger contributes to remarkable, if not incredible, 
accuracy for a mass-produced factory rifle, with a price 
tag much lower than custom firearms 

For years, guns have been compromised with "lawyer 
triggers." Almost any gun that misfired by inadvertent 
shock to the trigger mechanism was fair game for lawyers. 
Isn't that hinny? The guns targeted varmints, and var¬ 
mints targeted the guns, and then those varmints (the hu¬ 
man variety) think I'm a varmint for exposing them. 

To pre-empt costly litigation, manufacturers were 
forced to build heavier and heavier "trigger pulls," making 
accidental discharges less likely. Unfortunately, as any 
marksman can tell you, the more force required to pull the 
trigger, the more difficult it is to aim steadily. So Savage 
focused on improvements of both safety and accuracy at 
the source, the problematic trigger. In simplest terms, ac¬ 
curacy could be enhanced by a lighter trigger pull, with 
safeguards that prevented inadvertent firings from 
dropped or jarred guns. 

To achieve the lighter triggers, Savage made them ca¬ 
pable of adjustment with a tool supplied to customers. On 
the varmint Model 12, to acquire the utmost accuracy for 
small distant targets, the trigger pull can be tuned to any¬ 
where from about l.S to 6 pounds. 

The second technique employed by the AccuTrigger is 
actually a seamless extension of the sear pin, which at first

seems to be a trigger centered within the main trigger. 
This is actually the "sear block" or "AccuRelease." Until 
the AccuRelease is fully depressed, the real trigger cannot 
be fired. Especially important, the AccuTrigger actually 
adds a second safety to the gun. 

One of the first signs of outstanding success for the 
Model 12 came in 2003 when the Shooting Industry 
Academy of Excellence chose the Model 12 as Gun of the 
Year 

Further evidence of success came in an Outdoor Life re¬ 
view, which can be found by Google, searching for John 
B. Snow Varmint Rifle Roundup.

sions.) Snow tested it extensively along with the best var¬ 
iant-weapons of Remington, Ruger, and Browning. Sav¬ 
age not only dominated the tests, Snow crowned it with 
an elite stamp of "Editor’s Choice," all the more impres¬ 
sive coming from a deputy editor of a prestigious maga¬ 
zine Better yet. Savage was easily the least expensive gun 
of all. 

It is important that the sub headline for Snow s article 
was "You don’t need to spend big bucks for outstanding 
accuracy," an unplied reference to extraordinarily expen¬ 
sive custom rifles. So far the customs have reigned as the 
ultimate choice for varmint rifle accuracy; but it is a 
gradually shrinking reign as manufacturers like Savage 
continue to improve technology. As for accuracy, Snow 
came close to getting half-inch groups (well below .600) at 
100 yards with factory ammunition. Perhaps 10 years ago, 
such a feat would have been almost impossible without a 
custom gun and hand-loaded ammunition 

Another Google search, for Chuck Hawks Savage 
Model 12 Varminter Low Profile, reveals how impressed 
Hawks was by the gun. At the time of this writing, Hawks 
called the gun the most accurate ever tested for his Guns 
And Shooting Online, which has been described as the 
definitive online shotting web site. Hawks makes many 
other compliments about this gun worth reading. 

There was a surprising coincidence with the Sierra Bul¬ 
lets Hotline. I questioned fulltime ballistician Paul Box, a 
lifelong ballistics freak (that’s a high compliment, as Paul 
knows) who describes accuracy as "A way of life." Paul 
talks to thousands of gun owners every year in his work. 
Without any mention of Savage or any other brand, I 
asked Box what he considered to be the most accurate 
factory-made center-fire gun in America. He replied, "It 
would be extremely hard to beat the Savage Model 12 
Low Profile Single Shot in the .22-250. 

"I bought one of these earlier this spring (and after test¬ 
ing various hand-loads] it is now shooting groups between 
two-tenths and three-tenths of an inch" at 100 yards. Box 
is available expressly to answer your questions by calling 
1-800-223-8799. 

Frankly, the initial praise struck me as almost too good 
to be true. It took several phone conversations with Effie 
Sullivan, customer service coordinator at Savage Arms, to 
convince me that, no; the praise is not mere hype. Yes, 
Sullivan is a woman in a man's worid, but ask her a few 
questions about Savage Arms (phone 1-800-370-0708), 
and you will soon understand why this congenital and 
congenial explainer coordinates the men at customer ser¬ 
vice. 

After I purchased the basic version of the Model 12 at a 
nice discount from Laurel Sports Shop in Meyersdale, I

pass fust chance they got.” 

Commissioner Beard, 
whose district includes the 
western half of Oakland, 
favors the bypass because "it 
will ease traffic congestion 
in town, and promote 
growth. 

'The town that doesn't 
grow dies," he continued. 
This bypass would help 
with the commercial devel¬ 
opment of the Rt. 219 corri¬ 
dor on the northern end of 
town, and also with residen¬ 
tial growth The town that 
doesn't grow dies " 

Commissioner Holliday 
stated that although he 
doesn't represent the areas 
directly impacted by the 
bypass, he supports it "I'm 
basing my opinion on what 
the town of Oakland has 
said it wants 

"I don't know specific 
numbers, but I've heard 
people who live in town 
complain about the traffic, 
especially in regard to the 
large trucks; I've also heard 
people who live along Sand 
Flat Road complain about 
safety concerns stemming 
from the large trucks that 
use that road to bypass the 
town. A new bypass would 
take care of both problems, 
wouldn't it? 

"I also know from per¬ 
sonal experience that it can 
be really difficult to access 
Rt. 219 in town if you're 
swimming upstream.' By 
that I mean if you need to 
come out of a side street or 
a parking lot to cross a lane 
of oncoming traffic in order 
to head in the other direc¬ 
tion. You'll see cars lined up 
trying to get onto Rt. 219, 
and that's frustrating for 
everyone." 

The current bypass de¬ 
sign and any bypass pro¬ 
posal located to the east of 
existing Rt. 219 would fall 
within the district repre¬ 
sented by Commissioner 
Gregg, who said he sup¬ 
ports a bypass but not in its 
currently proposed location. 

"1 think we do need 1 a 
bypass, and think that there 
is enough ewdn— to ahow 
we need something, but 1 
have serious questiap* 1 
about this bypass,” Gregg 
said. "It really troubles me 
that this route is so dose to 
three schools; I always 
thought it should be a little 
farther from town. Sand 
Flat Road may be a little 
too far out, but this one is 
too far in - perhaps a com¬ 
promise can be found. 

"If the location goes as is, 
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I'd have to say the design of 
a roundabout at Dennett 
Road would be OK only 
because it's the lesser of 
three evils. I'm opposed to a 
bridge at Dennett Road be¬ 
cause of the cost and the 
space that entrances and 
exits would take up; I also 
don't think that an at-grade 
intersection is feasible, be¬ 
cause serious safety issues 
can arise when a residential 
street meets a highway." 

Gregg added a caveat 
that although he still sup¬ 
ports a bypass of some sort 
to meet ftiture needs, he is 
intrigued by the numbers 
put forth by project oppo¬ 
nents which indicate a by¬ 
pass may not be warranted 
at this time "There's more 
and more evidence that a 
good deal of Oakland's traf¬ 
fic is not bypassing the 
town, but actually going to 
locations in town," he said 
"That's why 1 think some of 
the traffic numbers the state 
is using to justify the project 
may be skewed, because it's 
hard to delineate whether 
traffic is actually through 
traffic or in-town destina¬ 
tion traffic. We have some 
counts, but won't know for 
sure what effects a bypass 
will have on traffic until it's 
built and $41 million has 
been spent. We need to 
think hard about that. I 
don't want to kill the pro¬ 
ject, I'm just not comfort¬ 
able with how it stands right 
now. 

"Change and progress are 
inevitable," Commissioner 
Gregg concluded. "The best 
we can do is manage it now 
with an eye to the future." 

Hinebaugh pointed to 
future trends in discussing 
the proposed project. 
"When you look at the need 
for a bypass, you just can't 
look at current needs and 
patterns - you have to look 
ahead. In that regard, I'd 
point to three factors: 

"One - There is another 
big box retailer, which I 
can't identify at this point, 
looking at locating in the 
Oakland area; 

Two - We have sold all 
but about three acres of the 
Southern Industrial Park to 
a'“distribution center [also’ 
referred to by Mayor 
McCain] that will also gen¬ 
erate a lot of traffic, with a 
number of trucks traveling 
in and out of the park on a 
daily basts. We’re now look¬ 
ing at expanding the South¬ 
ern Industrial Park as well; 
and, 

Three - The coming 
completion of Corridor H 
will boost our traffic 
numbers here considerably. 

People who want to access 
that highway to head east or 
west, or eventually south, 
will choose the shortest 

route to get to Corridor H, 
and for a lot of them that 
shortest route will right 
through Oakland on Rt. 

219." 

As each official did in his 
respective comments, Hine¬ 
baugh outright disavowed 
the suggestion made by 
bypass opponents that the 
project is part of a larger 
plan to construct a north- 
south interstate highway 
through Garrett County. 

"Ifs a fact that 10 years 
ago that was being looked 
at, but since then the 
concept of a new interstate 
comdor has been moved to

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Rt. 220 south through 
Allegany County. There’s 
actual money being spent, 
and more being sought, for 
that idea; for instance, 
Senator Paul Sarbanes is 
working to get Rt. 220 south 
of 1-68 included in the 
Appalachian Highway 
Development System, 
which would qualify that 
project for a lot of federal 
funding. There’s nothing 
like that going on with Rt. 
219 south of 1-68." 

The county's economic 
development director also 
stated that neither his office, 
and to his knowledge nor 
other government entity 
"cut any d^als" with Wal- 
Mart to entice the store with 
a bypass "The bypass 
proposal was talked about 
long before Wal-Mart ever 
started looking around 
here," he said. McCain 
concurred, saying "There 
was absolutely no discus¬ 
sion with Wal-Mart about a 
guarantee of a bypass when 
they were deciding whether 
or not to locate here - no 
connection whatsoever." 

Hinebaugh went on to 
say, "Furthermore, those 
new businesses that I cited 
as looking at the Oakland 
area are not being 
guaranteed a bypass in 
return for locating here. We 
tell them we're working on 


it, and obviously they're 
interested in its progress,

soon as possible in order 
that he may purchase the 
new house. 

"I only have 10 days to 
close the deal," Ellis said. "I 
need a deposit from you to 
secure the deal." He would 
like the commissioners to 
respond by Dec. 1. Time is 
of the essence," he said. 

Ellis told the commis¬ 
sioners he could not afford 
to pay the difference be¬ 
tween their offer and the 
new home price. He said a 
mortgage payment at his 
age, nearly 60, with his sal¬ 
ary, would be difficult espe¬ 
cially if he retires as planned 
at 62. 

"You know my income 
as a county employee with 
no benefits," he said. 

Nathan, Danny, and two 
other supporters made im¬ 
passioned pleas to the com¬ 
missioners to grant Ellis’s 
full asking price. 

Nathan said he under¬ 
stood that the property was 
needed to help the county. 
"All I ask is that you keep 
us close to home," he said. 
"I'm just asking if you could 
help us out." He added that 


he did not want to see his 
dad have to get a second job 
to pay for a mortgage. 

Peggy Beitzel of Grants- 
ville said she has looked at 
prospective homes with El¬ 
lis. Most are only two bed¬ 
rooms, too expensive, and 
in need of many repairs. 

"Floyd can't afford to 
buy a home [in need of] a 
lot of repairs," she said.

Unfortunately for Wash¬ 
ington, though, his Thanks¬ 
giving dedaration was for 
November 26, 1789, a fell 
seven years after Hanson's. 

Similar Johnny-come- 
latdy Thanksgiving claim¬ 
ants indude Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, who established the 
national holiday on the last 
Thunday in November, and 
Franklin Delano Roosevdt, 
who moved it to the fourth 
Thursday to extend the 
Christmas shopping season. 

The first Thanksgiving of 
popular lore - the one with 
the Pilgrims - was a one¬ 
time affair to celebrate the' 
1621 harvest in Plymouth, 
but that was a regional har¬ 
vest festival. Maryland had 
its own regional Thanksgiv¬ 
ing on October 22, 1698, af¬ 
ter a particularly harsh "epi¬ 
demic or pestilence, the na¬ 
ture of which is not dear," 
according to Matthew Page 
Andrews' 1925 Tcrcmten- 
tary History of Maryland. 

To John Hanson Briscoe 
- who, when asked about 
Hanson over the phone, 
responded, "You mean the 
fust president?" - the 
Thanksgiving claim is just 
another example of the 
Washington public relations 
machine's attempt to steal 
the thunder of lesser-known 
Hanson. 

"Hanson was very quiet," 
said Briscoe, a retired St. 
Mary’s County Circuit 


speaker of the Maryland 
House of Delegates, who 
has done considerable re¬ 
search on his illustrious 
forebear. "He came from 
humble means, didn't make

the record on the once-ac- 
tive Hanson sodety seems 
to run out in the early 
1980s. 

Locating traces of Han¬ 
son's legacy was easier. U.S. 
Route 50 bears his name 
from Washington to Anna¬ 
polis, and a small bronze 
statue adorns the president's 
desk on the floor of the 
Maryland Senate, along 
with one of Charles Carroll 
of Carrollton. Larger ver¬ 
sions of both graced the 
statuary hall at the U.S. 
Capitol until Congress lim¬ 
ited sates to only one, and 
Hanson was moved to a 


nearby corridor. 

Eva Malecki, spokeswo¬ 
man for the Architect of the 
Capitol's office, said Han¬ 
son was by no means shunt¬ 
ed aside for the more popu¬ 
lar Carroll. 

"Ifs a well-trafficked hall¬ 
way," Malecki said. "Ifs not 
just shoved in some comer." 

Hanson has also been 
commemorated with monu¬ 
ments in Philadelphia, Fre¬ 
derick, and Port Tobacco. 
Administrators at John 
Hanson Middle School in 
Waldorf were unavailable 
to comment on whether stu¬ 
dents are Uught about Han¬ 
son's Turkey Day contribu¬ 
tions. 

Briscoe, Klos, and other 
Hanson fans can still cele¬ 
brate his life on April 15, 
declared John Hanson Day 
by then-Gov. Marvin Man- 
del in 1973. 

There were other, more 
meaty, issues on the table 
during Hanson's political 
career. He is credited with 
keeping Maryland out of 
the Continental Congress 
until Northern sates had 


agreed to limit their western 
borders, and the Post Office 
and the first national bank 
were both esablished while 
be presided over the Con¬ 
gress. He died on Novem¬ 
ber 22, 1783, a year after 
leaving office - right around 
Thanksgiving, although that 
year it wasn't celebrated. 

Briscoe and Klos both 
took pains to say they didn't 
want to denigrate George 
Washington, just get Han¬ 
son his due. Brisco called 
bade after a phom. interview 
to make this dear. 

"In today's political at¬ 
mosphere, I certainly hope 
this doesn't generate any 


[charges of] un-American 
feelings that I'm questioning 
a great American war hero." 

"Have a good Thanksgiv¬ 
ing," he said, "and think of 
John Hanson or Georfc 
Washington, whichever you 
prefer."

Nace. 

The inspection team 
members are working 12 
hours a day, seven days a 
week under demanding liv¬ 
ing and working conditions, 
said Bill Nace. The inspec¬ 
tors live in RVs parked in 
mobile home parks and in 
pastures turned into tempo¬ 
rary parks. Everything in 
workers’ time-off is brief, 
including meals, showers, 
and leisure. There is little 
time for eating out, even if 
restaurants could be found 
open near work or camp.

during the day for the per¬ 
sonal needs of the Q/A in¬ 
spectors. There is no time 
off for lunch or errands and 
breaks come only with 
pauses in the work. 

The crew members 
spread out each morning to 
monitor loading sites, dump 
sites and certain sites along 
the haul routes. So far, the 
Corps contractors are only 
removing debris from roads 
and streets, but this includes 
debris that land owners 
have carried to the streets. 

“Safety First" is not just 
a motto in these operations, 
it is the rule, and it is strictly 
enforced, Nace said, if 
cones, signs, and flaggers 
are not provided, inspectors 
halt the operation. Nace 
explained that if a safety de¬ 
vice on a truck or machine 
is not working, it is taken 
out of operation. If a load in 
transit has shifted to present 
a hazard or if it appears that 
some of the load may fall 
off, inspectors require the 
driver to get out and reposi¬ 
tion the load by hand. At 
the dump site, inspectors in 
towers look down into the 
vehicles to estimate the part 
of the vehicle that is not 
filled and that amount is de¬ 
ducted from the load ticket. 

Although most of the 
contractors are honest, there 
have been some who have 
tried various schemes to get 
overpaid, Nace said. 
Among these has been pad¬ 
ding the bottom of a high 
side non-dump trailer with 
old tires which do not get 
unloaded each trip to the 
dump. Another trick was to 
bring a load into the dump 
but not unload it. The driver 
would exit the dump by 
another exit and bring it in 
about a half hour later. 
These practices were halted 
by constructing an inspec¬ 
tion tower at the dump exit 
and requiring all trucks to 
exit there, Nace explained. 

Although most busi¬ 
nesses are now operating 
and homes are livable in 
Lake Charles and Lafayette, 
conditions to the south and 
in the New Orleans area 
vary from worse to much 
worse, according to Nace. 
Some of the higher areas in 
iltm ./Orleans such as the 
French Quarter, central bus¬ 
iness district and "up town" 
are beginning to bounce 
back,, but most parts of the 
city remain in complete de¬ 
solation. 

Block after block after 
block of deserted homes 
leave lasting impressions on 
the crew of the unimagin¬ 
able magnitude of this disas¬ 
ter, including visions of the 
frustration, misery, and 
helplessness that residents 
must have endured as the 
waters rose beyond expecta¬ 
tion following Katrina and 
Rita, said Nace 

Few of the flooded 
homes and business build¬ 
ings will ever be used again, 
Nace said. Every day the 
crew sees some property 
owners back at work salvag¬ 
ing the few worthwhile 
items and carrying large vol¬ 
umes of waste to the street 
for pickup by contractors. 
At a temporary morgue 
near Baton Rouge, most 
bodies remain unidentified, 
he said. 

In New Orleans there 
lingers in the air the foul 
smell of mold and other un¬ 
pleasant odors, Nace ex¬ 
plained. Masks help some¬ 
what, but many inspectors 
and contractors alike just 
put up with it. There are 
still areas in New Orleans 
that FEMA has not yet 
cleared for entry by cleanup 
crews and where humane 
officers are still finding de¬ 
serted pets, some with new

SKIES 


By Dr. Bob Doyle 
Fiostburg State Planetarium 


THE SUN - The sun is in the star group Ophiuchus 
through Dec. 17, when it moves into Sagittarius to stay 
until Jan. 17, when it enters Capricomus. The amount of 
daily sunlight scarcely changes in December, averaging 9 
hours and 45 minutes and varying by less than 10 minutes 
through the month. All through December, the sun rises 
between 7:20 and 7:40 a.m., and sets between 4:55 and 
5:05 p.m. Winter officially begins on Dec. 21 when the 
sun rises and sets farthest south. This is the shortest day of 
the year, with only 9 hours and 20 minutes of sunlight. 
All through December, the sun's peak altitude is about 27 
degrees; therefore, even at noon your shadow will be 
about twice as long as your height. Twilight in December 
is a little less than an hour, so the stars begin to fade away 
at 6:30 a.m. and begin to reappear at 6 p.m. 

THE MOON - On Dec. 1-2, the moon is nearly in line 
with the sun. On Dec. 3, a very slender crescent moon 
may be seen very low in the southwestern dusk. On the 
next evening, the crescent moon appears near the brilliant 
planet Venus. The evening moon will appear half full on 
Dec. 7 (like a letter "D"), low in the southwestern evening 
sky. On Dec. 11, the moon appears near the bright planet 
Mars, and the moon will grow to full on Dec. 15. This full 
moon is known as either the Long Night Moon or Moon 
Before Yule. On that evening, the moon rises before the 
sun sets and stays in the sky for 16 hours, a record for the 
year. The moon will appear near the bright planet Saturn 
in the mid evening sky of Dec. 18, and on Dec. 26-27 the 
crescent moon will appear near the bright planet Jupiter in 
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the southeastern dawn sky. You can last see the moon on 
Dec. 29, when it appears very low in the 6:45 a.m. south¬ 
eastern dawn near the planet Mercury. 

THE SOLAR SYSTEM - Our five nearest planetasy 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine steadily, 
unlike the bright night stars that twinkle. The brilliant 
planet Venus shines low in the southwestern dusk. (Dusk 
is the first hour after sunset.) The bright planet Mars can 
be seen in the early evening sky in the southeast. Mars has 
a distinctive tint when it is very bright and near the Earth. 
The planet Saturn creeps into the evening sky in Decem¬ 
ber as its rising time drops from 9:30 p.m. early in the 
month to 7:15 p.m. at its end. The planet Jupiter is strik¬ 
ing in the southeastern dawn in December. The planet 
Mercury is best seen in the first half of December, appear¬ 
ing below and to the left of Jupiter. 

THE EVENING STARS - December is Orion's 
month as the year's brightest star group is prominent in 
the southeastern evening sky. Orion is easy to find with its 
belt of three moderately bright stars, equally spaced in a 
row. Late in the evening, Orion's belt points down and 
left to Sirius, the night's brightest star. High in the north is 
Cassiopeia, resembling an elongated letter "M." In the 
northwest in mid-evening you can see a bright twinkling 
star named Vega. Above and to the left of Vega is a huge 
starry cross, the star group Cygnus. The scoop of the Big 
Dipper may be seen low in the north-northeast. The 
scoop's two rightmost stars point up and left to the North 
Star, a modest star about halfway up in the northern sky. 

ASTRONOMY ACTIVIT™ - The FSU Planetar¬ 
ium's free public program for December is "Yule Skies 
Around the Globe," which will be presented the first three 
Sundays of the month at 4 and 7 p.m. The 50-minute pro¬ 
gram features a live tour of the evening skies at year's end, 
and the stars as seen from Scandinavia to New Zealand 
will be featured in the second part of the program. The 
Planetarium is located in Tawes Hall, Room 302, with 
free parking nearby. The free public programs begin 
promptly (no latecomers admitted), and persons may call

BRITISH THERMAL UNITS 
by Dr. Ttinaaaa P. Sheahen 

Q. I’ve noticed that the site of furnaces and air conditioners 
ant advertised in terms ofBTUt. What is a BTU, anyway? 

BTU is shorthand Cor British Thermal Unit, a unit of 
energy. One BTU is the amount of heat needed to heat up 
one pound of water by one degree Fahrenheit. 

The BTU is basically an obsolete unit of measure, and 
hardly anybody outside the United States uses it anymore. 
In "••■ticular, the British do aot use it - they’ve switched 
over entirely to the Systeme Internationale (SI) set of units, 
formerly known as the MKS system (meter, kilogram, sec¬ 
ond). The conversion factor between the two systems of 
measurement is this: one BTU equals 1054 Joules. An¬ 
other usefUl conversion factor is: one kiloWatt-hour 
(kWh) equate 3,413 BTU. 

However, the BTU is still used in America, mostly in 
the heating and cooling industry. A typical small window 
air conditioner has a rating of 5000 BTU per hour, mean¬ 
ing that it withdraws heat from its surroundings at the 
rate of 5000 BTU in each hour of operation. A furnace 
rated at 50,000 BTU/hr delivers heat at that rate. 

To get some idea of how fast BTUs get used up, think 
about taking a hot shower for 10 minutes. A typical 
shower head has a flow rate of 3 gallons per minute, and 1 
gallon weighs 7 Vt pounds. Water comes out of the 
ground at about 50 T, and for a shower that is fairly hot 
but not scalding it might be heated to 110 °F. So the water 
gets heated up by 60 # F. How many BTU goes into that 
10-minute shower? It’s just a matter of multiplying out the 
consecutive factors: 

3 gal/min x 7.5 pounds/gal x 10 min x 60 °F x 1 BTU/ 
pound-T = 13,500 BTU 

This is equal to just about 4 kWh, when you remember 
that 1 kWh - 3413 BTU. If you have aa electric hot water 
heater and you’re paying about 6V4 cents per kWh (as in 
Garrett County), that shower costs you about a quarter. 
Someone who lives in New York City, where electricity is 
about 20 cents per kWh, pays 80 cents. 

Chances are, if people paid attention to these numbers, 
they wouldn’t stay in the shower quite as long. But the 
cost is still far less than that of filling up a bathtub. 

An air conditioner that cools at the rate of 5000 BTU/ 
hr is only moving heat from one place to another, so it 
uses much less electricity. The Coefficient of Performance is 
the measure of an air conditioner's efficiency. There is a 
yellow tag that comes with any appliance stating its En¬ 
ergy Efficiency Rating (EER). 

The unit of BTUs is also used (indirectly) in rating in¬ 
sulation. Insulation, of course, is intended to decrease 
heat flow, and so you prefer a higher thermal resistance. 
The R-value of insulation is associated with a certain 
number of BTUs per square foot allowed to pass through 
the insulation. A big roll of fiberglass batting that goes in 
an attic may have a rating of R-ll or R-22. Abo, the 
building code in a community might specify that the roof 
insulation must be at least R-36 or some similar number. 
In other countries where BTUs are not the unit of heat, 
the emet same thkkncw of fibsigtaw batting would carry 
a different R-number for a different system of units.

T ony Stewart took a big step 
toward putting his tempestu 
ous past behind him by keep¬ 
ing his cool from Daytona to 
Homestead, dominating the circuit 
for most of the season and taking 
his second Nextel Cup champi¬ 
onship with a conservative 15th- 
place run in the season finale. 

His triumph In the second year 
of NASCAR’s Chase for the Nextel 
Cup playoff format also has the 
NASCAR world looking to the 
future - to Stewart's place in his¬ 
tory 

His championship makes him 
only the second active Cup driver 
with multiple titles — Jeff Gordon 
is the other — and 14th overall in 
NASCAR history Stewart also car¬ 
ries an Indy Racing league crown, 
four US AC titles and two other 
major c ha mpionships in kart rac¬ 
ing. 

Is the 24-time Cup winner really 
one of the sport's all-time greats? 

Mark Martin, who finished sec¬ 
ond to Greg BifUe by just inches in 
Sunday's Fbrd 400 at Homestead- 
Miami Speedway, answered with an 
emphatic "yes." And he said that's 
true whether Stewart has two 
champion's trophies or none. 

"I don't believe the trophy makes 
the man,” said Martin, who fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Chase. “Tbny 
Stewart, in my eyes, is the greatest 
race car driver I've watched drive 
in this era A.J. Foyt might have 
been that when 1 was a little boy 
but Tony Stewart is my driving 
hero.” 

Gordon, who finished ninth in 
the race and 11th in the points 
standings, agreed that Stewart is a 
cut above 

"Tony Stewart is a great driver,” 
Gordon said. "He's capable of mak¬ 
ing a race team greater than it is. 

. ,Hr bdngs a lotto the table and he'a 
good at a kit of different types of 
race tracks, and (Stewart's team| 
provide good cars and equipment 
for him." 

Gordon, who has four champi¬ 
onships, also agreed that multiple 
titles are an indicator of true great¬ 
ness. 

“Once you win more than one it 
puts you in an elite group,” Gordon 
said. “And (Stewart] is capable at 
winning more." 

Gordon also acknowledged that 
Stewart is more mature and much 
better in his interactions with 
peers, the media and fans than he 
was in zuuz. when his title run was 
dogged by controversy on and off 
the track. 

“He finally started to get it,” 
Gordon said. "He's a lot more 
relaxed, and I think that helps him 
mentally prepare for a race.” 

Stewart said he's happy with his 
accomplishments, much more 
proud of this title than the one he 
won in 2002, but he hasn't really 
thought about his place in history 
He does know that he deeply appre¬ 
ciates the pr«"“ from his peers. 

“That’s a greater reward than 
any championship or trophy” 
Stewart said. “No matter what hap¬ 
pens or how long 1 race or don't 
race, everything that happens from 
here is icing on the cake. I've done

more in my life to this point than a 
lot of people have. I’ve been very 
lucky to do the things we've done. I 
just haven’t kx>ked that far into the 
future." 

He and his crew did appear to be 
looking ahead in their race strate¬ 
gy for Sunday's race. They took the 
conservative approach, riding in 
mkl-pack, steering clear of other 
drivers and letting faster drivers 
pass unchallenged. His I5th-place 
finish safely secured the title by 35 
points ova Bifile and Carl 
Edwards. Biffle is the official run¬ 
ner-up because he led Edwards by 
two in the tie-breaking category of 
race wins. 

“We had to play it safe,” 
Stewart’s crew chief Greg 
Zipadelli said. 

Said Stewart “Everybody was 
courteous around ms, and I was 
courteous with everytxxly” 

The results of Sunday’s race and 
the Chase in general should 
silence any criticism of the Chase 
format whose critics say the 10- 
race playoff doesn't reflect season- 
long performance. 

This year, it did without ques¬ 
tion. 

Stewart was atop the standings 
every week but one since winning

the Brickyard 400 on Aug. 7. His 
five race victories were second 
only to Biffle's six. Stewart led the 
circuit in top-five finishes with 17 
and top-10 finishes with 25, as well 
as money won. Even before he col¬ 
lects the $5.8 million that goes to 
the champion, he had banked $6.8 
million. 

His closest challenger all season, 
Jimmie Johnson, entered the final 
race second in the standings and 
dodged disaster early in the race 
when Scott Wimmer spun right in 
front of him on Lap 15. But his 
luck ran out just before the 
halfway •" or k. 

After moving into the top 10 
from his 32nd starting spot, 
Johnson began to slow dramatical 
ly before settling in 26th and at the 
rear of the pack. Rather than stop¬ 
ping under green, he stayed on the 
track, hoping for a caution flag 
that would allow him to replace a 
questionable tire without losing 
laps 

But on Lap 126, the right rear 
tire blew on his Na 48 Chevrolet, 
sending him spinning into the 
wall. As he was driving back to the 
garage, crew chief Chad Knaus 
radioed to his driver, “Great job. 
Good season. Let’s go home”

Submitted for your approval: the three most potentially 
volatile words in the English language: "I'm just kidding." 

"I'm just kidding" means either that the utterance was 
possibly offensive and the speaker didn’t mean it, or 
worse, that he or she meant every syllable and simply 
wants to disarm you with charm. 

Teasing, no matter how light, can quickly turn to 
taunting. In Mary, Mary, the new thriller by James Patter¬ 
son, taunting quickly turns deadly. 

It must've been kismet that FBI agent Alex Cross was 
in California on vacation with his Nana Mama and his 
kids. The cell phone was off, as was Alex's beeper. Who, 
after all, wants to be bothered at Disneyland? But the FBI 
was able to reach Cross nonetheless. Could he just take a 
quick peek at a case that the L A. police department was 
trying to solve? 

LA. Times columnist Arnold Griner was used to get¬ 
ting crank e-mails, but the ones he got from someone 
named Mary Smith were horrifying. Mary described vio¬ 
lent murders in sneering detail. She wrote about how she 
followed the victim and became invisible. She taunted 
and hinted and promised that there would be more kill¬ 
ings 

She wasn't joking. 

The victims list reads like a Who's Who in Hollywood, 
and the murders were especially gruesome. The compu¬ 
ters that Mary Smith was using were scattered around the 
city, and no e-mail account could be verified. Little or no 
evidence was left at the crime scenes. Los Angeles was in 
a panic, but the LAPD obviously didn’t want the FBI's 
help on this case. 

That was fine with Alex Cross. He had problems of his 
own to deal with: His ex was suing for full custody of his 
youngest son in Seattle, his older kids missed him back in 
D C., Nana was having health issues, and Cross's girl¬ 
friend was seeing someone else. It was a bad time to be 
working with a police department that didn't want him, in 
a city where he didn't want to be. 

But something about this case teased Cross's mind and 
he couldn't let it go. Female serial killers are rare. Could, 
Mary Smith be a man? Then the LAPD arrests a woman 
named Mary Wagner, and her profile fits everything in 
the case 

To Cross, it fits a little too well.

Notes From Bittinger

We have actually caught people placing roadside 
bombs by changing tactics. It has a demoralizing effect on 
them, as they never know what to expect from us. 

Our biggest threat here right now is roadside bombs 
(lEDs, or Improvised Explosive Devices). They make 
them out of anything They will take a piece of ordnance 
(usually an artillery shell), wire it up with some sort of 
timer or wire and place it near the road. They disguise it 
as trash or boxes, or they bury it. They wait for the vehicle 
to pass by, then detonate it, and flee the area. 

Our other threats are snipers and small arms fire. 
Sometimes it's a mixture of all three. A lot of times, they 
will place a fake 1ED, such as newspapers in a bag, car 
parts, etc. They place these items, or leave them out in the 
open, and watch what we do; so we try and do something 
different every time 

Another thing we had to adjust to was ordinary life. 
We live pretty comfortably. The base we are at was actu¬ 
ally an Iraqi airbase. We live in one of the structures. It's 
not like back home, but it’s better than living in tents. I 
share a room with three other soldiers; we have air condi¬ 
tioning and wireless Internet in our rooms. We have to 
walk a short distance to take a shower. Water conserva¬ 
tion is big here. Every drop is trucked in, so two- to three- 
minute showers are necessary. We have a gym and chow 
hall. 

We are extremely lucky to have the Internet. Many use 
Internet phone services to call home, as this is a lot 
cheaper than using calling cards at payphones. It’s nice to 
be able to come back from a mission and be able to call 
home. It's nice to be able to talk to loved ones, but it's also 
tough. What we are experiencing over here is hard to ex¬ 
plain to people never in combat. When I talk to my wife, 
we try to talk about our son and things going on at home. 
Also, we can't talk about the missions we are on. I try and 
e-mail home at least twice a day to let her know that I am 
OK and everything is fine. 

Mail here is great. Every day when the mail is deliv¬ 
ered, soldiers are outside or help unload the truck to see if 
they got anything. A smile on someone with a package, 
and a frown and "maybe tomorrow" for the ones that 
don't get one. Mail is extremely important here. Even 
though you can get countless e-mails and phone calls, a 
letter from home really brightens one's day. 

Well, I know this is a lot - sorry - I tried to write what 
came to mind, I was never a very good writer. Feel free to 
ask more questions

How did it fed to be home with thefamily for the holiday? 

It was great being home, but also was tough knowing 
(hat I had to go back. Got to do a lot of things with 
friends and family. It was a weird feeling being home, like 
I shouldn't be there with my friends over there still in 
harm's way. I had a realization of the little things that I 
missed and had forgotten about. Some of the simplest 
things were great. Taking a shower inside a house, and 
aot having to wear body armor to go outside. I didn't 
^vaste any time while 1 was home, every minute was used 
Id spend time with family. 

The first few days were extremely weird; it felt like I 
was a visitor in my own home. I had to ask my wife 
'‘Where are the dishes?", "Where’s the salt?", etc. - then I 
realized that this year 1 had been home a total of three 
weeks. 1 was a visitor ii my home. After a few days, that 
went away and we got 'settled into our normal routine I 
•pent a lot of time just doing things that I hadn't done for 
the past six months, many things that we take for granted 
padi day. 1 took a shower that lasted more than three 
friintnes, watched TV, drank water from the faucet, and 
Went somewhere without "locking and loading.” 

I talked to my buddies over there every day by e-mail 
and Instant Messenger to make sure that everything was 
OK. I watched the news once a day to see what was going 
on, and how the war is being covered. 

At the end of my 15 days, 1 was ready to leave and get 
bade to my unit. Not that I wanted to leave my family, 
out ifs that I have a job to do and the sooner 1 get back 
over there and back to work, the sooner I'll be home for 
food. 

What do you think of the news coverage you saw while at 

homo? 

I didn't watch much news while 1 was home, as 1 was 
on the go a lot. What I did see...well, it's not like what 
you see on the news. I've been following how some want 
an immediate pullout. That would be the worst thing that 
we could do because the country would fall to pieces 
within days of that. 

We also cant set a timeline on the withdrawal. I'm not 
sure what some of the politicians are thinking. You can't 
set a timd frame on this. All that would happen is that the 
insurfents would sit back and wait for us to leave, then all 
is tost. I heard that Congressman Murtha said he doesn't 
want this to be another Vietnam. We left Vietnam before 
we met our mission, so if W leave Iraq before completing 
this mission, then it will become a Vietnam.

Soon the sate will 
announce a yearlong foster 
parent recruitment effort 
(focusing on respite and 
treatment care parents). As

Hunting Trip Yields “Dream 
Come True” For Alan Friend,

Most people have a 
dream. Some keep it tucked 
away - a tiny glimmer of 
hope for "some day." For 
others, it boldly stands as a 
constant goal to strive for. 

Garrett County resident 
Alan Friend is one of those 
"strivers" And his dream 
was realized last year on a 
hunting trip in Canada. 

"My journey to a 'dream 
come true' began when I 
was 14 years old with my 
dad and uncle," Alan re¬ 
called. "The more I hunted, 
the more I became focused 
on whitetail. Just like many 
hunters, I also had dreams 
of hunting and getting a big 
buck." 

Alan quickly realized 
that some extra work would 
be required for him to reach 
his goal. 

"Anywhere I hunted, I 


learned to hunt for sign and 
the sheds of big bucks," he 
said "Ever since I can re¬ 
member, I read every maga¬ 
zine article I could about 
big buck hunting, and found 
that the caliber of buck I 
was looking for was in Can¬ 
ada." 

During Alan's first hunt¬ 
ing trip to Canada, he took 
a 162 class Boone and 
Crocket 5x5 in Saskatche¬ 
wan. Boone and Crockett is 
a scoring system based on 
measurements of trophy 
characteristics, such as ant¬ 
lers, horns, and skulls. The 
measurements result in a 
numerical score that pro¬ 
vides ranking for all tro¬ 
phies in a particular cate¬ 
gory. Record books are pub¬ 
lished periodically. 

Alan returned to Sas¬ 
katchewan several years in a 
row, but realized that to 
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reach his goal, he would 
have to change his strategy. 

"If I wanted to find what 
1 was looking for and get 
good scores, I needed to 
find an outfitter in the farm 
country," he said. "The food 
access year-round helps to 
develop good bucks, and big 
timber gives them cover " 

Alan began searching for 
an outfitter in Alberta, read¬ 
ing everything he could on 
the subject and talking to 
various outfitters about their 
camps, harvests over the 
last few years, and shed 
hunting. Since whitetail 
deer shed their antlers each 
year, hunters can determine 
the size of the animals still 
left after the hunting season 
by studying the antlers that 
have been shed, or the 
"sheds." 

In the fall of 1996, he 
finally settled on Big Rack 
Adventures, owned by Blair 
and Kathy Trout. 

"I was convinced that he 
was the outfitter who could 
make my dreams a reality," 
Alan remembers. "The bad 
news was that Big Rack 
Adventures was booked, 
and my name was put on 
his waiting list for an open¬ 
ing." 

When Alan returned 
from a planned hunting trip 
to Maine, his wife Bonnie 
met him at the door with 
the news ‘that there had 
been a cancellation at Big 
Rack, and his flight was 
booked for the next day. 

"I couldn’t believe what 
was happening," Alan said. 
"Finally, 1 had a chance to 
hunt where the big bucks 
roam." 

That year, Alan came 
home with a 163 class 5x4 
Boone and Crockett. 

"From that point, I have 
hunted in Alberta once a 
year, looking for better 
bucks each time," he said. 
"But I always go home with 
the best memories with Big 
Rack Adventures." 

Alan noted that over the 
years he has taken several 
good bucks ranging from 
160 to 170 Boone and 
Crockett, and a few 145 that 
have served as learning 
tools for him. 

"One of the lessons I 
learned that stays with me 
to this day is that if you 
have to think about whether 
or not to shoot, you do nbt 
shoot,” Alan said.. "If t)ie 
buck is what you are look¬ 
ing for, you will know in an 
instant, and there will be no 
question in your mind." 

In November of. 2004,

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Alan waa looking forward 
to his hunt in Albarta, since 
be had heard about a two- 
year-old set of sheds that 
would score in the high 
190s. • 

"Several hunters from 
back home hunted the week 
before I arrived and took 
good bucks,” Alan .said. 
"No one knew if the buck 
.loot the sheds was still 
around. No one had seen 
him during the season.” 

Throughout the week, he 
saw several smaller bucks, 
and one of the other hunters 
from his camp shot at a 
buck that was "in a class of 
its own." • 

Alan was finally reward¬ 
ed on Saturday of that 
week. 

"Because my knees and 
legs were really hurting 
from sitting every day in the 
stands from before daylight 
until dark, I decided to 
stand and walk outside the 
blind to stretch," he re¬ 
called. "I shouldered my 
gun to walk outside, and 
saw a buck in a cut line be- 

dth blin 

He could see that it had a 
large body, and a closer 
look with his binoculars 
revealed that it was a 
"shooter." 

He lost track of the buck 
after the shot, but finally 
located it on the ground. 

"I saw the size of the ant¬ 
lers, and knew that it was a 
beast from the sheds," he 
said "There was no doubt 
in my mind that he was the 
deer that carried the sheds 
two years ago." 

As he got closer, every¬ 
thing went into slow motion 
for Alan. 

'Thoughts and memories 
of my first yean of hunting 
with my dad and my unde 
and hunting with my wife 
Bonnie filled my mind, 
while tears filled my eyes. 
When I got up to the buck, I 
had to sit down and l*t ev¬ 
erything take its course. I 
couldn't believe that my 
dream had finally become 
reality.” 

In Canada, deer arc not 
typically weighed, but aver¬ 
ages are determined. Alan's 
13-point buck averaged 
about 350 pounds, and it 
was estimated to be above 
7 'A years old. Its Boone and 
Crockett score was figured 
at 207-3/8 non-typical and 
187-7/8 typical. It was en¬ 
tered in the all-time record 
book as a typical. 

"I would like to thank the 
good Lord up above for his 
many blessings in my life," 
Alan said. "And I’d like to 
thank my family for all of 
their support - especially 
my wife Bonnie, for believ¬ 
ing in me and my dreams 
and listening to deer hunt¬ 
ing 24/7, 365 days a year" 

Alan’s story was featured 
in several hunting maga¬ 
zines recently, including the 
Oct. 2005 issue of North 
American Whitetail But his 
story has another twist. He 
has been hunting with Bon¬ 
nie since they met in 1980, 
and Bonnie has been chas¬ 
ing a dream of her own - 
the Caribou Slam, which 
involves taking one of each 
of the five species of cari¬ 
bou. She got the first, a bar¬ 
ren ground caribou, in 2003 
on a hunting trip with a 
girlfriend. 

She persuaded Alan to 
go with heir to pursue the 
sacoiid . caribou this fidl. 
They traveled together to 
the Northwest Territory, 
which 0 about 60 miles 
from the Arctic Circle, near 
the Yukon. Each was suc- 
cessfiil in taking a mountain 
caribou, along with two 
friends who traveled with 


them, Fred Deverse and 
Abe Getty. 

"We all four took nice 
animals,” Bonnie said. "It 
looks like Alan's will defi¬ 
nitely make the P?one and 
Crockett book for mountain 
caribou. In camp, his scored 
409, and mine scored 383. 
We're going to have them 
rescored after the 60-day 
drying period, and then 
well be able to find the true 
score." 

Bonnie noted that the 
lesson in Alan's story is that 
dreams can come true. 

"Everyone thinks that 
dreams are just dreams, and 
that they're not attainable,” 
she said. "We’re here to tell 
you that they are. If you 
want something hard 
enough, you can work for it. 
It might take some time - 
it's not an instant thing - but 
it can happen. That's what 
keeps you going from day to 
day - to have a goal and try 
to meet it."

First Weekend's 

State Deer Tally 

Ranks GC Sixth 


Garrett County came in 
sixth among Maryland 
counties reporting their pre¬ 
liminary deer harvest num¬ 
bers for the opening week¬ 
end of the state's deer fire¬ 
arms season, according to 
the state's Department of 
Natural Resources. How¬ 
ever, each of the five coun¬ 
ties that had higher kill 
numbers than Garrett in¬ 
cluded a one- or two-day 1 
antlerless deer take, while 
GC hontvrs were limited, to 
an antlered-only harvest for 
both Saturday and Sunday's 
hunt. 

The top six county har¬ 
vests in the state were re¬ 
ported by Washington 
County with 2,183 deer; 
Frederick with 1,408; Kent 
with 966; Carroll with 949; 
Queen Anne's with 874; and 
Garrett with 854 Charles 
was seventh with 826 deer, 
and Garrett's neighbor Alle¬ 
gany came in eighth with 
785. 

Statewide, hunters re¬ 
ported harvesting 17,151 
deer during opening week¬ 
end. Overall, weekend har¬ 
vest numbers were down 
slightly from last year. The 
slight decline of 793 deer 
from last year’s opening 
weekend is likely a result of 
a reduced deer population 
in some parts of the state 
and anticipated minor dif¬ 
ferences in reporting rates 
and data acquisition be¬ 
tween a new telephone and 
Internet check-in system 
and the traditional check 
station system it replaced, 
according to DNR. 

The deer harvest num¬ 
bers will remain preliminary 
until the datd can be thor¬ 
oughly analyzed. For far¬ 
ther information on hunting 
in Maryland, persons may 
consult the DNR web site at 
www.dnr.maryland.gov.

CHRISTMAS TREE LIGHTS 
by Dr. Thomas P. Sheahen 
Q. I’ve been told you can save energy by not turning on 
Christmas tree lights. Is there very much savings that way? ■ 

I think whoever told you that is from the “Bah! Hum¬ 
bug!" Association of Scrooges The amount of electricity 
used on Christmas lighting is really minor. 

It’s not hard to do the calculation of energy used. One 
of those little tiny light bulbs draws about 0.45 watts of 
power. So a string of 100 bulbs draws 45 watts. Compare 
that with a typical household light bulb of 60 or 75 watts. ’ 
If you plug in seven strings of 100 bulbs each, you’re us¬ 
ing 315 watts - which is about like turning on one of 
those standing lamps with a gently curving bowl where a 
high-intensity bulb shines up toward the ceiling. Having a 
couple of strong reading lamps on in various parts of your 
house is also about equivalent 

How much does it cost? Well, suppose you leave all 
seven strings of lights on for 6 hours a day, for 40 days 
during the Christmas season. 40x6x7x 45 = 75,600 
watt-hours, or 75.6 kilowatt-hours (kwh). With electricity 
selling for 6.6 cents per kwh in Garrett County, that will 
set you back just about 55 for the season. Even in a high- 
priced big city, still it would only cos* about 515. 

You have to be a little careful not to plug all the strings 
into one another in succession, because you could blow a 
small fuse that sits inside the wire. (This is not to be con¬ 
fused with tripping a circuit breaker in your home due to 
an overload.) The typical string of lights contains a 3-amp 
fuse, so if all 7 strings were plugged into each other end to 
end, then with each of 700 tiny bulbs drawing 0.45 watts 
from a 115 volt circuit, you’d be pushing very close to the 
3-amp limit of the fuse in the wire. Just plug them into 
two different sockets and you’ll have no trouble. 

There was a comedy movie some years back with 
Chevy Chase as a beleaguered father who overdid it with 
the outdoor Christmas lighting, so that the neighbors were

The skies are incredibly blue on a cold, elear day in late 
autumn. You’ve been cutting, splitting, and stacking fire¬ 
wood all morning and are ready for a lunch break. As you 
approach your home the birds on the nearby feeder scat¬ 
ter. But as you climb the porch steps you spy a bundle of 
feathers huddled on the floor. It remains motionless as 
you draw near. You scoop it up in your hands, but it 
doesn't flinch. The reason for its lack of response is obvi¬ 
ous - the tiny bird has mistaken the reflection of trees in a 
window as a safe flyway. The victim this time is a white- 
throated sparrow, Zonotrichia albicollis. 

According to the pamphlet, "Birds of Garrett County," 
the white-throated sparrow is uncommonly observed here 
in the fall and spring, rarely in the winter, and never in the 
summer. This attractive sparrow weighs just under an 
ounce and gets its name from its dark-bordered, white 
throat. It has a distinctive yellow patch of tiny feathers 
between its eye and bill. Head stripes in adults range from 
tan and brown to white and black, regardless of the gen¬ 
der. The white-throated sparrow breeds mainly in New 
England and much of Canada. Perhaps that's one reason 
its song of two short whistles followed by three triple 
notes b often described as sounding like "Oh, sweet Can¬ 
ada Canaila Canada" by birders. 

You cup the stunned sparrow in your hands, protecting 
it from potential predators and providing extra warmth to 
aid its recovery. After a few minutes you open your 
hands, hoping your feathered friend will be well enough 
to take flight- A few seconds pass...it looks at you once 
more before flying back to the ground below the feeder. 
All seems well, at least this time. But according to reports, 
75% of birds that initially appear unharmed from a colli¬ 
sion with a window will not survive, cither as a direct 
result of their injuries or as an indirect consequence of 
their increased susceptibility to predation. 

Estimates on the number of birds killed each year in 
collisions with windows range from 100 million to one 
billion! Regardless of the actual figure, concern over the 
rturidipt of'btrds being killed by windows is on the rise. ' 
Ongoing studies to determine how to best prevent bud 
ooltkaones in both old and new buildings are led by Dr. 
Daniel Klem from Muhlenberg College in Pennsylvania^ 
the recognized expert on the topic. Based on his research 
over the past 30 years, the common practice of taping sil¬ 
houettes of hawks or owls on a window simply doesn't 
work since small birds will fly through a space the size of 
, a handprint. 

The issue is finally becoming more mainstream as wit¬ 
nessed by a coalition of architects and biologists that have 
united to discuss solutions to the problem (www.birdsand- 
buildings.org/indexl024). Newly constructed "green 
buildings" such as the science center at Swarthmore Col¬ 
lege near Philadelphia have fritted-glass or tilted windows 
that are being monitored to evaluate their effectiveness on 
reducing bird collisions (www.swarthmore.edu/news/ 
rdeases/05/greenaward). 

There are a variety of techniques that homeowners can 
use to make their backyards safer for birds, including relo¬ 
cating feeders and installing screens or films on windows.

State's System For Assessing 
Drunk Drivers Varies Widely

On the moroipg of Feb. 
25, 2005, Sam Burke awoke 
in a holding cell. After a 
long night of drinking at a 
bar in Towson, Burke had 
been pulled over for speed¬ 
ing on Joppa Road, failed 
his sobriety test, refused to 
take a breathalyzer, and was 
arrested for drinking while 
impaired by alcohol. 

"I wasn't that drunk," he 
said. "I had just gotten Taco 
Bell, and I was speeding 
home to eat it." 

Burke blamed the bum- 
tos, but he was the one fac¬ 
ing hundreds of dollars m 
fines and the prospect of 
living without a drive's li¬ 
cense for the next 45 days. 
So, the 23-year-old Pery 
Hall resident called a' law¬ 
yer, who advised him to get 
an alcohol assessment at a 
DWI treatment center and 
register for alcohol educa¬ 
tion classes in the hope it 
would make hun look better 
in court. 

Burke's decision put him 
in the company of more 
than 8,000 drivers assessed 
at alcohol treatment centers 
each year m Maryland. 

But while the assessment 
is a xev step m determining 
ibi: need for alcohol treat¬ 
ment, results vary widely 
across the state, dependmg 
on the county, the individ¬ 
ual center, or the income 
level of the offender, ac¬ 
cording to a report by the 
Center for Substance Abuse 
Research at the University 
of Maryland. 

Burke, for example, was 
assessed at 'Chesapeake 
Counseling Services m Bal¬ 
timore County, which char¬ 
acterized him as a "social" 
drinker. But because he had 
refiised to submit to a 
breathalyzer test, Jie was en¬ 
rolled in the 26-hour course 
for "problem" drinkers. 

Columbia resident David 
Lee, like Burke, refused to 
take a breathalyzer on the 
night of his pWl arrest in 
Howard County £p April 
and like &ukt4nfraBkssci 
as a ."social" toojetr. Bat 
Lee was require! Wwy to en¬ 
roll in the 12-hour alcohol 
education class. 

Lee got his assessment 
and treatment at Counseling 
Resources of Elliootf City, 
while Burke got his in Es¬ 
sex. 

The differences in treat¬ 
ment regimes recommended 
for driven with ostensibly 
similar cases has both sur¬ 
prised and concerned state 
and private substance abuse 
treatment professionals. 

Peter F. Luongo, director 
of the Maryland Alcohol 
and Drug Abusa Admini¬ 
stration, said Jig, Was sur¬ 
prised at the results of the 
study, especially by the de¬ 
gree of difference county to 



county and by the number 
of people who aren’t getting 
the level of treatment they 
need. 

"Overall, it shows that 
this way of identifying peo¬ 
ple and moving them into 
treatment centers is not 
working the way it is sup¬ 
posed to work," he said. "It 
would work better if there 
were a standard assessment 
and closer monitoring of 
people to make sure that 
people who are supposed to 
go to treatment do so." 

In Maryland, 66 percent 
of DWI offenders are deter¬ 
mined to be "problem" 
drinkers, but that percent¬ 
age varies widely by county, 
ranging from 49 percent in 
Garrett County to 88 per¬ 
cent in Queen Anne’s Coun¬ 
ty 

According to the study, 
in Anne Arundel County 
the percentage assessed as 
problem drinkers is 66 per¬ 
cent: in Baltimore County, 
75 percent; in Howard 
County, 56 percent; in 
Montgomery County, 55 
percent; and in Kent Coun¬ 
ty, 84 percent. 

"We don’t know yet why 
there is so much variance," 
said Luongo. "We want the 
counties to iook at this." 

Amelia M. Arria, one of 
the authors of the report, 
said the method for ass 
ins offenders as "problem" 
versus "social" drinkers, 
which determines the level 
of treatment needed, varies 
widely 

Most centers use tests 
that measure how much a 
icrson drinks, but they use 
different ones. "The 
ment process is really 
ter-specific," Arria said. 
"When they're not doing the 
same tests, it's hard to build 
policy on drunk driving." 

'Social" drinkers are sup¬ 
posed to enroll in a social 
drinkers' alcohol education 
course, which consists of 12 
hours of group instruction. 
"Problem" drinkers are sup¬ 
posed to take a 26-hour 
course and may also attend 
separate counseling ses¬ 
sions. 

"'"Many people choose to 
have their assessment prior 
to going to court, but alco¬ 
hol assessment and educa¬ 
tion may be required as a 
condition of probation fol¬ 
lowing conviction for DWI. 

The study also found that 
the income of the offender 
may influence the likeli¬ 
hood of being assessed as a 
problem drinker. Seventy- 
five percent of those making 
less than $10,000 per year 
are assessed to be problem 
drinkers, while only 50 per¬ 
cent of those making 
$75,000 or more per year 
were categorized that way 
in Maryland, according to 
the report. 

"A study like this will 
point out the gaps in our 
knowledge," Arria said. "It 
will help us determine what 
else we need to do."

Thomas Benner, former 
DWI .coordinator for the 
Maryland Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Administration 
who is now director of Ad¬ 
diction Recovery Service* in 
Columbia, called the assess¬ 
ment process "confusing for 
everyone." 

He said he often visited 
treatment centers where 
people were being assigned 
to the wrong level of treat¬ 
ment. 

"It was a problem then, 
and it is still a problem to¬ 
day," he said. "Many people 
are getting a lower rating 
than they should. Programs 
are reluctant to do an as¬ 
sessment and say that some¬ 
one needs treatment be¬ 
cause people will say 'that's 
not what my attorney told 
me, he said I can just take 
classes.’" 

Benner said this is a dis¬ 
service to the public because 
if people don’t get the right 
treatment, they are likely to 
drink and drive again. Also, 
there are a lot of repeat of¬ 
fenders because DWI edu¬ 
cation programs aren't very 
effective, he said. 

"The whole system in 
Maryland needs to be 
looked at and redone,” he 
said. 

William Ken, co-owner 
of Chesapeake Counseling 
Services, where Burke re¬ 
ceived his alcohol assess¬ 
ment and treatment, said 
the center uses several 
methods to assess DWI of¬ 
fenders. 

Offenders are rated on 
factors such as their blood 
alcohol content and wheth¬ 
er or not they can remember 
the date of the incident. 
Then, a counselor makes a 
recommendation for treat¬ 
ment based on the evalua¬ 
tion, he said. 

"Everybody who gets a 
DWI is not an alcoholic," 
Kerr said, "but at the same 
time, a lot of people think 
they are simply social drink¬ 
ers when they’re not." 

Lawmakers are looking 
into the DWI issue, Benner 
said, but some legislators 
are also attorneys, and they 
may not want things to 
change.

Beckers of McHenry, 
Garrett County’s Adoptive 
Family of the Year. The 
Beckers were among the 
families from each of the 
state's counties and Bal¬ 
timore city honored at 
Maryland's National Adop¬ 
tion Month Celebration in 
Glen Bumie last month. 

Kim and Greg Becker, 
and their children Tonya, 12, 
and David, 8, have been a 
happy quartet since Me¬ 
morial Day, when David 
joined the family. Tonya was 
adopted earlier, at Christ¬ 


mastime in 2002. The chil¬ 
dren are Kim and Greg's 
"holiday kids," as they were 
adopted during holidays, and 
Tonya's birthday is Jan. 1, 
while David was bom on 
Thanksgiving. 

"Why adopt?" Kim said 
recently. "Because we both 
always wanted children. I 
initiated the idea with Greg, 
then we went to our parents 
to see how they felt because 
we wanted to know that an 
adopted child would have a 
'whole' family, not jhst a new 
mom and dad. Both our 


families were very supportive 
and happy for us." 

The couple began the 
process at Garrett County 
DSS with a series of classes 
that allow individuals and 
couples to explore the ins and 
outs of adoption and foster 
care with the help of trained 
social work professionals, 
and adoptive and foster care 
parents. The free sessions 
culminated with a short but 
intense licensing process. 
Adoptive/Foster Care 
classes, which are offered 
locally several times a yeas, 


are strictly exp^iftory and 
require no commitment on 
the part of the jpartijripants. 

Kim and Gtfg, however, 
were committed . from the 
start, and didn't have long to 
wait. p Within six months a 
social worker came to us and 
said "We have someone,' gave 
us a photo of Tonya and a 
brief description of her 
background, and set us up to 
observe her during a 
playtime where she was 
living at St. Vincent's Cath¬ 
olic Charities Home in 
Timonium. Tonya was ori¬ 


ginally from Washington 
County, and had been placed 
into foster care at the age of 
5Vi. We met in Feb. 2001, 
shortly after her eighth 
birthday. 

"Before we went to see her 
for the first time, I asked God 
for a sign if this was the one," 
Kim continued. "Well, it 
turned out that her birthday 
was the same day as the 
birthday of Greg's dad, who 
had died on Halloween of the 
previous year. That was our 
sign plus the fact that we 
thought she was adorable 


from the moment we-saw 
her."

IRAQ, Dec. 7 

Not much here to write about this week. I'm getting 
back into the swing of things here. Feels like a lifetime has 
gone by since I was home, and it was only last week. We 
are busy getting ready for the elections next week. Lots to 
do and be ready for. 

In the meantime, three e-mails from your readers have 
asked the following: 

1) I am interested in sending "letters or items ." Can you tell 
us more of what the soldiers need, outside of what the USO web¬ 
site recommends. For example, if they are not using phone cards 
as much, what other items may be useful? 

Anything is great, snacks are the best, things that we 
can eat onlhe fun. Phone cards are OK, but they are ex¬ 
tremely expensive to use here - it's like 10 -to-l to call 
home. Any personal hygiene products are great too, be¬ 
cause we have verv linuted supplies. 

Also, theift is a web site out there, www.supportatroop- 
.ccrn, that we jqst found out about. Soldiers set up a "wish 
h.t" on Amaaon.com, and people back home can buy 
them something from it. It seems OK, and one of the guys 
here already got something. (I'm not asking for anything.) 
People can search for any soldier. 

2) I would love to know how the soldiers communicate with 
the people, but you have stated they do not have much interac¬ 
tion. What about on the base? And how are the people reacting 
to their ex-leader being on trial? What do the people in the towns 
he patrols think of Bush? Are some of the Iraqis being trained to 
be the new military over there? If so, who is doing that - our- 
men? How big are the barracks you are located in? Iraq people 
are sometimes smaller in body size (height mainly) than Ameri¬ 
cans, so do the buildings reflect this? 

As fams communicating with the Iraqis, I don't do too 
much talking to them. We don't get out of our tanks, for 
security reasons. We do have patrols that go into the 
towns to talk to people, see what the problems are, and 
what we can do to help them. 

My barracks is an old Iraqi airbase control tower, 
where I share a room with three other soldiers from my 
platoon. Most of the houses are smaller (unless the family 
is rich - then they have larger homes). From what I've 
been told, most don't have furniture, though I’m not sure 
why. Most Iraqis are about the same height as Americans, 
not 6-5, but around the average American's height. 

I've been on leave Tor the past few weeks, so I'm not 
sure how they are reacting to Saddam's trial. Therefore I 
can't comment on that. 

3) Is this the Brian Carlson who's Dad was assistant principal 
and uncle taught at Southern High School? Does he have a sister 
named Natalie? If so, he is only a couple years older then me, 
and / was in high school with his sister (From Evelyn Bittinger 
of Charles Town, W Va.)

One of those steps that 
the church has developed to 
help repair that damage is a 
remembrance tool called a 
"faith chest " The box is 
designed to go with a child 
from birth through high 
school. At the service of 
dedication for infants, the 
parents of each child will be 
given a handmade wooden 
chest made by die people of

"In each . faith chest, 
memory items will be 
placed over the years as 
perpetual reminders of God 
working in the life of each 
child," Menker explained.

decline in world oil reserves 
is such a pressing and enor¬ 
mous problem that it will 
take a project of the same 
magnitude as putting a man 
on the moon to solve it, 
Rep. Roscoe Bartlett, R- 
Frederick, told House col¬ 
leagues Wednesday. 

In 1970, the United 
States already reached the 
halfway point of its oil pro¬ 


duction and has been facing 
diminishing supplies ever 
since. The rest of the world 
will soon approach the 
same "peak” or tipping 
point — some experts pro¬ 
ject that will arrive as soon 
as 2015, but no later than 
2030 — and when it does, 
it will have to face numer¬ 
ous economic, political, and 
social issues that come 
along with it.

source of two-thirds of the 
country's oil supply. 

"Peak oil is a reality," he 
said. "Why should the Uni¬ 
ted States consume twice 
the amount of oil than Eur¬ 
ope does? We do just fine 
with half." 

Sxaaly JdiciLihfLwo'- | 'l 
will peak is not as important 
as to what actions should be 
done to offset it. 

"Maximum and peak oil 
is coming," said Robert 
Hirsch, senior energy pro¬ 
gram advisor for Science 
Applications International 
Corp., but no one can pre¬ 
dict exactly when. Hirsch 
said that if the United States 
waits until the peak occurs, 
the world will have energy 
problems 20 years after¬ 
ward. If the U.S. waits 10 
years before the actual peak, 
then it will still face a dec¬ 
ade of problems. If the U.S. 
does something now, how¬ 
ever, the problem could be 
avoided. 

"The central theme here 
is that there is not much 
time to act," said Rep. Tom 
"TTdsn, E7-N.M., who also 
testified at the hearing. In 
his written statement, he 
echoed the bill's mission to 
"embark on a program of 
research and development 
with the same magnitude 
and sense of urgency of the 
Manhattan Project or put¬ 
ting a man on the moon." 

But witness testimony 
was not unanimous. Robert 
Fsser, senior consultant and 
director of global oil and gas 
resources for Cambridge 
Energy Research Associ¬ 
ates, told the committee the 
world "is not running out of 
oil imminently or in the 
medium term." 

"Rather than an isolated 
'peak,' we should expect an 
'undulating plateau,' per¬ 
haps three or four decades 
from now," he said. "The 
major risks to this outlook 
however are not below¬ 
ground geological factors 
but above-ground geopoliti¬ 
cal factors." 

Bartlett insisted however 
that world peak oil is a na¬ 
tional security risk and de¬ 
nied claims that it is a lot 
like the fabled boy who 
cried wolf. "We've cried, 
'Wolf. Wolf.’ several times 
in the past," said Bartlett. 
"From what I remember, 
the wolf ate all the sheep. 
One day the wolf will 
come."

Most of us arc poor listeners l? 
because we simply cannot be 
quiet long enough to really 
let the other person tell us 
what is on their mind. 

Another obstacle to good listening 
is the seemingly natural tendency 
to judge the other person. However, 
more often than not, when 
someone wants to talk to us, they 
really just need us to listen 
uncritically, and that means 

accepting what they tell us at > 
face value without judging 
them. A good listener will 
accept the other person, and 
more importantly resist the 
temptation to judge, criticize, 
or even offer advice. For 
generally unless the person 
explicitly asks for advice, it is 
usually wisest to keep your 
advice to yourself. The 
psychologist Carl Rogers 
described the quality that most 
typified the good therapist (as 
well as the good listener) as 
"unconditional positive regard." 
That is, the good listener is 
someone who regards the person 
positively, no matter what they 
might tell them. And although in 
some cases this can be extremely 
difficult to do, perhaps nothing 
comes closer to Jesus' warning to 
"judge not, and you will not be 
judged; condemn not, and you will 
not be condemned; forgive, and 
you will be forgiven" (Luke: 6:37).

Crop Signs Draw Attention To 
Farmers' Efforts To Protect Bay 


ANNAPOLIS - In order 
to help educate Maryland¬ 
ers about the conservation 
efforts of farmers and the 
importance of the Maryland 
Cover Crop Program, the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture has produced 
outdoor cover crop signs 
that farmers may place adja¬ 
cent to fields planted in 
cover crops. 

"We hope these signs 
would help'to educate citi¬ 
zens on the many ways in 
which farmers are working 
to protea our soil and water 
resources, 1 ' explained Secre¬ 
tary of Agriculture Lewis R. 
Riley. "Planting cover crops 
is one of the most efficient 
and cost-effective conserva¬ 
tion practices being used on 
Maryland farms. We 
thought it was important 
Maryland citizens knew 
what cover crops looked 
like." 

Cover crops are small 
grains planted after the fall 
harvest of summer crops, 
including vegetables, com, 
tobacco, and soybeans, to 
improve the soil, control 
erosion, and recover unused 
plant nutrients remaining in 
crop fields before they have 
the chance to run off into 
waterways. Oats, wheat, 


rye, and barley make excel¬ 
lent cover crops because 
they grow rapidly in the fall 
and are winter-hardy, They 
are easily recognizable as 
green fields amid the stark 
winter landscape. 

The Maryland Agricul¬ 
tural Water Quality Cost- 
Share (MACS) Program 
provides farmers with grants 
to plant cover crops follow¬ 
ing the fall harvest of sum¬ 
mer crops. This year, dedi¬ 
cated funding provided by 
Governor Robert L. Ehrlich 
Jr.’s new Chesapeake Bay 


Restoration Fund enabled 
MDA to offer farmers more 
attractive cost-share rates 
for early planting of cover 
crops. 

Earlier planting achieves 
increased nutrient uptake 
benefits. This resulted in an 
overwhelmingly successful 
signup, which quickly de¬ 
pleted the record $3.6 mil¬ 
lion projected to be avail¬ 
able from the fund. When 
Governor Ehrlich learned of 
this, he committed to pro¬ 
viding an additional $14 
million to the program so 
that all applications - ac¬ 
counting for 200,000 acres 
of cover crops - could be 
approved.

Sign-Up Opened 
For NRCS Habitat 
Incentive Program 

Virginia L. Murphy, state 
conservationist for the 
Natural Resources Conser- 
vatibn Service (NRCS), an¬ 
nounced recently that Mary¬ 
land and the Djstria of Co¬ 
lumbia received funding of 
$439,798 from the 2002 
Farm Bill to use to restore 
wildlife habitat through the 
U.S. Department of Agri¬ 
culture's (USDA) Wildlife 
Habitat Incentives Program 
(WHIP). 

Landowners interested in 
filing an application for 
funding consideration 
through WHIP should im¬ 
mediately contact their local 
NRCS or Soil Conservation 
Distria office located at 
USDA service centers. Ap¬ 
plications will be ranked 
according to criteria that 
will determine which pro¬ 
posals offer the most wild¬ 
life habitat benefits. Sign-up 
opened on Monday, Nov. 
28, and extends through 
Friday, Jan. 6. 

"This is the eighth sign¬ 
up that has provided oppor¬ 
tunities for farmers and 
landowners to create wild¬ 
life habitat through WHIP," 
said Murphy. This Conser¬ 
vation binding provides 
cost-share reimbursement to 
fanners and bsdownets 
who plant grassland habitat 
or restore riparian buffers, 
streambanks, and wetlands 
for wildlife habitat. WHIP 
conservation praaices re¬ 
store and manage habitat to 
benefit game birds, song 
birds, waterfowl, and other 
wildlife 

WHIP is a voluntary 
conservation program that 
provides technical and fi¬ 
nancial assistance to land- 
owners and managers to 
restore upland, wetland, 
and riparian habitat areas 
on their property. The pro¬ 
gram provides full flexibility 
to landowners, offering 
cost-share agreements that 
usually range from 5 to 10 
years in duration. 

"Maryland enjoyed tre- 
4PfllKlous success, 
previous enrollment periods 
by assisting landowners to 
implement WHIP conserva¬ 
tion practices,” said Mark 
Rose, NRCS Maryland as¬ 
sistant state conservationist 
for programs. "WHIP fund¬ 
ing can help landowners 
pay for the planned restora¬ 
tion of upland habitat 
(primarily native warm- 
season grasses), riparian 
buffers, shallow water areas, 
wetlands, and control of 
exotic invasive plants (such 
as phragmites) when needed 
to restore native habitat." 

NRCS state conserva¬ 
tionists, with advice from 
their state technical commit¬ 
tees, identify high priority 
wildlife resource needs and 
conservation praaices that 
are eligible for cost-share 
assistance through WHIP 
Other cooperating wildlife 
agencies or nonprofit or¬ 
ganizations may provide 
expertise and additional 
cost-share funds to help 
landowners implement their 
projeas. 

"NRCS Maryland works 
in partnership with the local 
soil conservation districts, 
Maryland Departments of 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources, and the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service to 
tailor WHIP to meet the 
state's priority natural re¬ 
source needs," said Steve 
Strano, NRCS Maryland 
acting state biologist. 
"WHIP is an important con¬ 
servation program because 
it provides opportunities for 
those who are interested in • 
managing their lands for 
wildlife and restoring habi¬ 
tat that was lost because of 
intensive farming and ur¬ 
banization. 

"Private and public 
schools are encouraged to 
apply for WHIP funds to 
create wildlife habitat areas 
and stream buffers on their 
school grounds. Conserva¬ 
tion practices installed 
through WHIP provide 
schools with an excellent 
resource for developing out¬ 
door classrooms where 
wildlife can be studied." 


identified wildlife habitat 
priorities, conservation 
practices eligible foe WHIP 
funding in Maryland in¬ 
clude: restoration of grass¬ 
land habitat in field borders 


and entire fields; restoration 
of riparian buffers with 
trees, shrubs, or herbaceous 
plants; stabilization of 
stream banks with trees, 
shrubs, or herbaceous 
plants; restoration of wet¬ 
lands; and establishment of 
shallow water areas for 
wildlife. 

"Conservation benefits 
provided through participa¬ 
tion in WHIP will also re¬ 
duce the impaas of invasive 
species by restoring habitats 
to their native plant com 
munities," said Strano 

To qualify for WHIP, the 
application must consist of 
at least one acre of eligible 
wildlife habitat improve¬ 
ment practices, or at least 
$300 of WHIP cost-share 
assistance. Lands already 
enrolled in other USDA 
programs such as the Con 
servation Reserve Program, 
Conservation Reserve En¬ 
hancement Program, and 
the Wetlands Reserve Pro¬ 
gram are not eligible for 
WHIP. 


NRCS is USDA’s lead 


conservation agency, and 
has worked hand-in-hand 
with farmers and landown 
ers for almost 70 years to 
conserve natural resources 
on private ‘lands. Mary¬ 
land's landowners can learn 
more about WHIP and 
other conservation pro¬ 
grams by visiting the NRCS 
Maryland homepage at 
www.md.nrcs.usda.gov.

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Different Type of Fanning Brings 
Christmas Trees For The Season 


By Brenda Rigfierb 

Mention farming in 
Garrett County, and mo«t 
people will think of cows 
and crops. But another type 
of fanning is thriving here 
as well, especially at this 
time of year — Christmas 
tree farming. 

Thousands of Christmas 
trees are produced in 
Garrett County each year. 
There are five tree farmers 
listed with the Maryland 
Christmas Tree Growers' 
Association, and numerous 
other farms produce trees as 
well. 

One person who knows 
the ins and outs of this pro¬ 
fession is Randy Sisler. He 
and is wife, Jean, operate 
Sisler & Sisler Tree Farm 
Management Company, 
which currently provides 
management for about 
seven farms throughout the 
county. 

One of their main farms 
is Mountaintop Tree Farm, 
located on U.S. Route 219 
near Oakland, behind Pine- 
view Veterinary Hospital. 
Currently owned by Larry 
and Aleta Glotfelty, the 
farm began operation in 
1959, when Dr. Frank Cus¬ 
ter fust planted trees there. 

Today, about 65 acres 
are in production, including 
air aveiagenofabour50,000 


trees. 

Randy got involved with 
Mountaintop in 1993. ' 

"I was working for an¬ 
other nursery, and then was 
asked to come and work on 
this farm to help them get 
caught up with the harvest," 
he said. "And it just kept 
going and going and going." 

Randy noted that the 
most popular type of tree in 
this area is the Frazier fir. 
Others grown throughout 
the county include Canaan 
flr, Douglas fir, Korean fir, 
Concolor fir, blue spruce, 
Norway spruce, red spruce, 
white pine, and Scotch pine. 

"We're open Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Day to Christmas, seven 
days a week," Randy said. 
We do 'choose-and-cut,' 
plus we have pie-cut trees 
hanging in the building for 
selection if they don't want 
to go to the held and cut 
their own." 

Like other farmers, a tree 
farmer's season begins in the 
spring. 

"We start in early April 
by cleaning up the fields 
from the harvest the year 
before," Randy said. "Then 
we start planting. We plant 
an average of about 6,000 to 
8,000 trees each year on the 
mountaintop — about eight 
to 10 different varieties.

Jhft 
fbiefc to be baled, fetMt; 
and loaded onto a truck. 

"Next, they’re’ " b roug ht 
back here to the main build¬ 
ings, and we suck them 
under a windbreak — a 
bunch of Norway spruce — 
out of the sun. We separate 
them into their orders, and 
then after we have enough 
trees to fill an order, we call 
in a tractor trailer and 
they're loaded again. So 
from suit to finish, the tree 
is actually handled about 10 
times." 

In addition to local cus¬ 
tomers, Mountaintop sup¬ 
plies around 18 retail lots in 
Maryland, Virginia, West 
Virginia, and Pennsylvania. 
Trees have also been 
shipped as far as the Carib¬ 
bean Islands. 

Along with many other 
tree farmers throughout the 
state, Randy participated in 
Trees for Troops this year. 
The program is a nation¬ 
wide effort to collect do¬ 
nated six- to eight-foot 
Christmas trees to be dis¬ 
tributed to U.S. miliury 
bases. The effort was started 
by the National Christmas 
Tree Association, and 
FedEx agreed to provide all 
tree shipping at no cost to 
growers. 

Besides Christmas trees, 
area farms sell wreaths, gar¬ 
land, and live trees. 

At Mounuintop Tree 
farm on snowy weekends, 
dog sled rides are also of¬ 
fered by Yellow Snow Dog 
Sled Adventures. 

Tree fanners face many 
of the same challenges other 
fanners face, including the 
weather. 

"We had a drought this 
year, and the year before it 
was too wet, and we had a 
lot of root rot," he ex¬ 
plained. 

In addition, an electric 
fence surrounds the farm to 
limit deer damage, and in¬ 
sects are sometimes a prob¬ 
lem. 

There’s always some¬ 
thing going wrong," Randy 
said. "Bad weather slows us 
down on harvest. If it's too

71k local lawmakers lis¬ 
tened to residents' concerns 
and discussed some of the 
major issues expected to be 
addressed in the Maryland 
General Assembly in Anna¬ 
polis next month. 

"Who knows how this 
next session is going to go,” 
Hafer said. "It's certainly 
going to be different; I can 
tell you that much.” He 
added that there would be 
"a lot of flurrying around 
and shuffling around” by 
the various factions. 

"We do have a surplus,” 
Edwards reported about the 
state budget, "but we still 
have a structural deficit.” 
According to experts, he 
said, the state will recover 
from that deficit if the econ¬ 
omy continues to improve 
for the next two or three 
years. 

Maryland finished fiscal 
year 2005 with a $1.2 billion 
surplus, av<.urding to figures 
released by Comptroller 
William Dopald Schaefer in 
August. 

Edwards said people see 
that number and immedi¬ 
ately start asking for more 
funding. He and Hafer 
stressed, however, that the 
state still had to watch its 
spending, despite the sur¬ 
plus. 

They noted that in addi¬ 
tion to the structural deficit, 
there were built-in increases 
for some items - such as K- 
12 education, Medicaid, 
and health insurance - that 
had to pe accounted for in 
the new budget. 

When fully implemented 
in 2008, the Thornton bill 
(the Bridge to Excellence in 
Education Act) alone will 
require the state to spend 
$1.3 bilion that year and 
every year after that, eating 
up any surplus, Hafer said. 

"That's where the struc¬ 
tural deficit comes into 
play," he said. 

Wendell Beitzei of Acci¬ 
dent noted that medical

Some doctors have left 
the area, and some have 
stopped delivering babies 
been use of those costs, Batt- 
zd said. He asked if any 
Slop-gap measures would be 
introduced this legislative 
session to assist doctors 
with their insurance and, 
thus, help communities re¬ 
tain physicians.

Because of budgetary con¬ 
straints during his first term, 
Gov. Robert Ehrlich al¬ 
lowed taxes to be increased 
from 8.4 cents to 13.2 cents 
per $100 of assessed value. 

Edwards said the gover¬ 
nor was looking at lowering 
the tax, but others were not 
happy with the idea. 

"It has about a 50-50 
chance of passing,” Ed¬ 
wards said. 

David Moe, Oakland, 
asked the legislators to help 
businesses with their health 
insurance needs. He noted 
that during the last session, 
HB 52, the Maryland Asso¬ 
ciation Health Plan Act, 
failed to pass Under the

With holiday shopping at a feverish pitch right 
now, among the gift items that are ahnost impossible 
to keep on the shelves are video games. There was a 
lengthy report on a television news program a few 
days ago about this product, which included con¬ 
cerns about how so many of these games are inap¬ 
propriate for young people because of their ex¬ 
tremely violent and/or sexual content. It seems that 
the rating system for these games is not very effective 
in curtailing the purchase and playing of them by 
children. 

White this is certainly a legitimate concern, it was 
interesting that the report did not even mention an¬ 
other obvious negative result of millions of Ameri¬ 
can young people sitting on their dufls playing video 
games by the hour - poor physical health. Child¬ 
hood obesity is a rapidly growing problem in our 
nation, and without question, video games will be a 
significant contributing factor in making this crisis 
even worse over the next few decades or beyond. 

At the risk of sounding like an "okl fogey," re¬ 
member the days when children spent hours riding 
bicycles, climbing trees, playing tag, hiking, getting 
together for a pick-up game of basketball, softball, or 
football, or going boating (canoe/kayak)? In driving 
around a neighborhood, such activities that were so 
common 30 or 40 years ago are rarely seen anymore. 
Swimming is among the few physical activities that 
remain popular. 

Yes, there are certainly other factors that are con¬ 
tributing to the problem of childhood obesity and 
various other health problems at extremely young 
ages, such as the consumption of too much hist food, 
phis various other forms of technology that have 
made life physically so much easier.* There was a 
time when one got lots of exercise simply in order to 
survive, whether he wanted to or not 
* It's also true that an editorial similar to this one

SINGING SONGS, WARPING TIME 

I'm getting old. It’s just a fact — I'm aging, right along 
with the rest of you. I am beginning to see my life in ma- 
nila file folders. Every annual event has a folder, and I 
stuff each one with memories. 1 can leaf through the files, 
with memories all piled up in places, and relive them. The 
fattest file is surely the one from this time of year. When I 
sing those same Christmas carols each Decemba, that 
fblda flies open, and all the memories come spilling out... 

"The first Noel, the mppHs did say..." First, the images 
are from St. Mark’s Lutheran Church — the old one that 
looked like a stone fortress — at Christmas. Those were 
my first Christmases, of course, and I was always in the 
annual pageant. It's funny how that seems like years and 
years of my life, but really it was just a few. My boys are 
in that place now, being 13, II, and 10. They say things 
like, "We always do that at Christmas," or "I remember 
that ornament — we've had it since I was little." Yet to 
me, we've had that ornament just a few years. To them, 
it's from back in the hazy ages when they were toddlers. 
And back in the true dark ages, the mid-1960s when /was 
a toddla, I remember vividly being manhandled by the 
ladies of the church, always in hats and, it seemed, lime 
green dresses that were a little tight across the front, as 
they manipulated me into the proverbial Angel Costume. 
It consisted of a small white pinafore with coat-hanger 
wings lined with silver tinsel, and a tinsel halo. Simple, 
yet how thrilling! And a little scary, with all the bustling 
and those ladies with the bright red lipstick herding us 
kids around. I realize now that they were stressing out, 
those ladies. They didn't call it that in those days, but they 
sure felt it. 

"O, Little Town of Bethlehem, how still we see thee lie..." 
And there was the Christmas parade m downtown Oak¬ 
land, featuring Santa Claus. 1 remember being very bun¬ 
dled up, and really short. 1 surely was not very old. We 
would each get a little white paper bag with an orange, 
some chocolate drops with white cream, ribbon candy or 
hardtack, and a popcorn ball, sometimes with a note in¬ 
side that was good for a gift at a town store. Some years 
we saw Santa at the Mountain Lake Park town hall ui- 
stead, and were given the gift bags there. 1 didn't particu¬ 
larly like sitting on Santa's lap. Here was this stranger, big 
and loud, and I was supposed crawl onto his lap? I re¬ 
member that sometimes he smelled like smoke, or had a 
bulbous nose. I would reel off my list and hop off that lap 
as fast as I could. Weird tradition, if you think about it. 

"FaB on your knees, O hear the angel voices..." Again at 
the old St. Mark's, doing an interpretive dance to that 
Christmas song, choreographed by my brother's girlfriend 
Suzie (now my sista-in-law). That was pretty cool. Some 
of the olda folks thought it bordered on sacrilege, but 
they got over it. It was the '70s, after all. 1 was about 10. 
Those Christmas Eve services were always surreal. For 
such a long time I anticipated the coming of Christmas, 
and 1 can remember telling rpyself, in the middle of those 
duMflefit savices, "This is rfally it. Ifs really here." We 
always have a midnight candlelight service at the church, 
too. When I was small, my sister and 1 went on to bed 
and one of my aunts qr,\ihd4s stayed with us while every¬ 
one else went to church. I remember when I started going 
— how strange that was! To not only be allowed, but be 
encouraged to stay up past midnight! Freaky. 

"The holly and the ivy, when they are both Jull-grown..." 
That ttine always takes me whisking back to the annual 
Christmas party hosted by my piano teacher, the late 
Mary Douglass. She would invite all her students to her 
home on Crook's Crest just days before Christmas. We 
would play and sing all sorts of Christmas melodies. Mar¬ 
tin Heise traditionally played "The Boar's Head Carol," 
and "Gesu Bambino" was performed as a duet. Singing in 
rounds was a big deal, too — like "Christmas is Coming, 
the Goose is Getting Fat," and "Mary Christmas, Every¬ 
one." I didn’t realize how much I was learning about mu¬ 
sic by singing those fun songs. She was a gifted teacher. 
She could be stria and a bit intimidating, but she sure 
knew her stuff. 

"And henven and mature sing..." The bass line in that 
carol is the important part. The men come in with that 
echo: "and heaven and nature sing..." Makes me think of 
my dad, a great bass singer. He had a rich, full, and deep 
voice. Singing is such a tradition in ijiy family. We sing 
"Happy Birthday" in parts. Really we do. I grew up listen¬ 
ing to my parents sing, and when I hear men intone those 
lines now, I miss Dad, who has been gone for two and a 
half years. FB 'probably miss him all my life, but music 
sharpens those thoughts, and gives me the sense that he is 
somewhere dose by. His sister, my aunt Eleanor, died just 
two weeks ago. That was the last of his immediate family, 
and it's strange to think that generation has passed. She 
was smart, and loved a good laugh. I looked forward to 
seeing ha when I was a kid, and her Christmas visits 
were no exception. She always brought my sister and me 
sudi thoughtful gifts. Ha husband at that time, Bob He¬ 
len, was such a nice man. He died when I was a teen. I'm 
sure I'm aging, because I'm talking about people who 
have passed on, and who meant a lot to me. That's some¬ 
thing aging people do. Life is quick' — and that’s some¬ 
thing aging people realize. 

"Silent night, holy night, all is calm..." Wow, so many 
memories. But mostly I think of how happy I was to have 
a baby to rock to that song. I wanted to be a mom all my 
life, and at last I became one. And then again, and again 
Whew! But I am ever thankful for that most important 
part of my world, and through those raucous, livdy boys, 
and with the man I love, I live my memories and make 
new ones at the same time, stuffing that folder ’til it’s fat. 
The boys are building their own fond remembrances, I 
hope, that perhaps they will share, cspedally when the 
music is in the air, and their file folders come open.

Continued from Page A-l 
land garage will move to the 
proposed public works cen¬ 
ter complex, which will be 
built off Rt. 135, across 
from the Southern Garrett 
Business and Technology 
Park. 

In July, the coupty 
awarded a bid to Carroll 
Land Services Inc. (CLSI) 
to provide preliminary engi¬ 
neering services for the 
complex. Mullich said CLSI 
met last month with the 
MDE, the Army Corps of 
Engineers, fcnd the county 
to identify wetlands near the 
proposed complex. 

"No _ major problem^ 
were reported," he said. 

Preliminary drawings for 
the complex have been re¬ 
viewed, and comments and 
recommendations were pre¬ 
sented to CLSI. 

The director also re¬ 
ported that Century Engi¬ 
neering and Robert D. Beit- 
zel have completed a water 
and sewer project at the 
proposed complex. An ease¬ 
ment for the water line to 
Oakland is still required. 

AIRPORT RUNWAY 
EXPANSION 

Design work for the new 
terminal building at the 
Garrett County Airport is 
continuing, Mullich told the 
commissioners. The termi¬ 
nal is in Phase II of the air¬ 
port runway expansion pro¬ 
ject. 

"We've narrowed down 
three different floor plans," 
the director said about the 
terminal design. He noted 
that the 3,000-square-foot 
building would cost be¬ 
tween $255,000 and 
$360,000, depending on the 
final design.

Deer Tally Takes 
Nosedive With 
Reduced Limits 

A reduction in the antler¬ 
less deer bag limit in west¬ 
ern Maryland, combined 
with exceptionally cold 
weather over much of the 
hunt, caused the recent two- 
week 2005 deer firearm sea¬ 
son tally to drop by 22 per¬ 
cent from the previous year, 
which itself was marked by 
a 32 percent decrease from 
the 2003 harvest. 

Preliminary figures re¬ 
leased yesterday by the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources stated 
that Garrett County's pre¬ 
liminary kill count stood at 
1,586 deer (1,315 antlered 
and 271 antlerless). Neigh¬ 
boring Allegany County 
saw a harvest of 1,509 deer 
overall (1,228 antlered/281 
antlerless). 

Region A (Garrett and 
Allegany counties) had its 
number of antlerless hunt, 
ing days halved this year 
from two days to one - the 
only such reduction in the 
state. Based on the prelimi¬ 
nary numbers the deer 
population appears to have 
stabilized or slightly de¬ 
creased in rural areas of the 
state, according to DNR 
wildlife biologists. This 
year's reduced antlerless 
season was instituted to 
boost the number, of fawns 
bom next spring in western 
Maryland. 

The overall statewide 
harvest was 40,735 deer, 
down 8 percent from last 
year. Washington County 
led the pack with 4,458 deer 
(1,601 antlered/2,857 ant¬ 
lerless), and Frederick was 
second with 3,198 deer 
(1,192 anterlered/2,006 
antlerless). 

Junior hunters had excel-

Junior hunt Days,\ which 
include i.deer, turkey, and 
waterfowl hunt day, con¬ 
tinue to grow in popularity. 
This year successful junior 
deer hunters could receive a 
DNR certificate and have 
their picture posted on the 
DNR web site. 

Minor differences in har¬ 
vest estimates may also be 
artributed to the change in 
check-in systems from 
check stations to telephone 
and Internet check-in. This 
hunting season marks the 
first year that DNR has 
used a telephone and Inter¬ 
net big game reporting sys¬ 
tem. Maryland hunters have 
quickly learned how to use 
the new system and are 
complying with its require¬ 
ments. The reported deer 
harvest with the new system 
is consistent with trends at 
check stations in recent 
years and is what would be 
expected based on recent 
deer population trends. 

'The new check-in sys¬ 
tem is an unqualified suc¬ 
cess," claimed Wildlife and 
Heritage Service director 
Paul A. Peditto. "Hunters 
have quickly adopted the 
new procedures and are 
demonstrating their honesty 
and dedication to the sport 
by reporting their harvest 
with the new system.

day, March 31. 

Project Heat Up - a sup¬ 
plemental program, not a 
crisis program - is designed 
for households that exceed 
the maximum income re¬ 
quirements for the Mary¬ 
land Energy Assistance Pro¬ 
gram (MEAP). This special 
one-time project will assist 
households with income 
ranging between 150 and 
175 percent of the federal 
poverty level with MEAP 
assistance only, with bene¬ 
fits that wjll only cover ap¬ 
proximately 25 percent of a 


household’s fuel costs. 
(Households with incomes 
from zero to 150 percent of 
the poverty level are eligible 
for regular energy assis¬ 
tance.)

Group Working 
To Reduce GC 
Rate Of Suicide

Another in a series of 
meetings was held this week 
at the Garrett County 
Health Department by a 
committee investigating 
ways to reduce Garrett 
County's high suicide rate. 

Called the Suicide Pre¬ 
vention Committee, the 
group consists of a mix of 
some 20 health care profes¬ 
sionals, educators, mental 
health care clients, and oth¬ 
ers. 

Among the achievements 
to date, the group has 
agreed to sponsor a suicide 
prevention program for 
those in the community 
who deal dally with the 
public about the warning 
signs often displayed by 
those contemplating sui¬ 
cide. 

Th* second session may 
be more qpen ttJ the public, 

depending upon the level of 


You'll Be 


The sessions, scheduled 
to beriq in February, will 
each be two days in length. 
The first one will be by invi¬ 
tation only and will be 
aimed at everyone from 
certified public a«^uuntants 
to those involved in helping 
persons find employment, 
as financial difficulties and 
loss of a job are but two of 
the primary reasons often 
suspected for suicides in 
Garrett County, and in the 
country in general. 

Other reasons include 
relationship problems, sex¬ 
ual orientation issues, de¬ 
pression, and loneliness. 

The programs, called 
ASIST, will give partici¬ 
pants "gatekeeper" roles, 
teaching them to be able to: 

•recognize that caregivers 
and persons at risk are af¬ 
fected by personal and so¬ 
cietal attitudes about sui¬ 
cide; 

•discuss suicide with a 
person at risk in a direct 
manner, 

•identify risk factor ;'»*ts 
and r develop safe plans re¬ 
lated to them; 

•demonstrate the skills 
required to intervene with a 
person at risk; 

•list the type of resources 
available to a person at risk, 
including themselves; 

•make a commitment to 
improving community re¬ 
sources; 

•recognize that suicide 
prevention is broader duin 
suicide "first-aid," and in¬ 
cludes "life-promotion" and 
"selfcare" for the caregiv¬ 
ers. 

Fred Poke, director of 
the .Garrett County Core 
Service Agency, opened the

HEALTH SCARES ON TV 
by Dr. Thomas P. Shea hen 

Q. I saw on a TV show that chemicals tn food wrappers can 
cause cancer b that something I need to worry about? 

This is kn example of the way TV hypes lip a non-story 
to generate some excitement (without excitement, people 
might change the channel). 

Here is the way these hyped-up things usually go: some 
oeiebrity says something like, “Chlorofluorocaibons have 
been detected in food wrappers. The amount being given 
off is 3 to 4 times the rate originally thought. This sub¬ 
stance' has been shown to cause cancer in laboratory ani¬ 
mals.” 

That sounds pretty, scary, gets your attention, and 
keeps you tuned to that channel. But the question a hypes- 
ter never answers is “How much?" 

For this sort of nonsense to be successful in getting peo¬ 
ple fired up, it is first necessary to take advantage of the 
bet that people don’t pay much attention to the actual 
amount of an substance. 

A kilogram equals 2.2 pounds. A gram is one-one thou¬ 
sandth of a kilogram-, a milligram is one one-thousaadth of 
that; and a microgram is one one-thousandth of a milli¬ 
gram Each of those comparisons differ by three orders of 
magnitude. Going on down, a nanogram is 1/1000 of a 
mtcrogram. So a nanogram is one part in 10 ,J of a kilogram • 
-12 orders of magnitude. 

Now, the iai question is: how much does it take to 
hurt you? What is a harmful dosdl Remember that the 
mass TJf'a* human body is typically between 30 and 100 
kilograms. 

There are a whole lot of poisonous substances where a 
gram can be fatal. A rattlesnake bite contains much less 
than a gram of venom. But a nanogram of piacbcaUy any 
chemical cannot make much difference to your health, 
because it is such a tiny fraction of your body mass. Some 
very tiny bacteria and viruses can be devastating because 
they." multiply rapidly,' and dpn’t stay in the tomogram 
range for long. But nonliving chemicals cannotdo that. 

. ..To put this afi in pi repective, it is good to remember 
- that pure, distilled Watir is fatal - in doses left feet deep.. 
The size of the dose i extremely important, and that is 
what-never seems to ^£t mentioned on TV. Right now 


thing around one part per million increasing by 1 % 7 No! 
It’s the total dose that counts. When people don’t take that 
into account, they can be persuaded of lots of imaginary 
dangers that really aren’t worth thinking about. 

Examples of this sort of scaremongering are plentiful^ 
radioactivity in the air, mercury in fish, chemicals from 
plastic bottles getting into the water supply These hazards 
are very small compared to other commonplace health 
hazards that we ignore every day. 

So next time you’re watching television and a rsport 
about dangerous chemicals comes on, listen very cfoeely 
and see if they mention how much is the dose. If they don't 
bother to say, chances are it’s just one more hyped-up 
story of no real importance.

can be fiacd i imply try cor¬ 
recting soil pH with liming. 

Most great and row crops 
will not realise their opti¬ 
mum yield unless pH is be¬ 
tween 6 and 7. When nutri¬ 
ents are the most available, 
the nutritional quality of the 
crop has potential to be at 
its best. The proper pH is 
important for producing a 
good yield of a high nutri- 
tjoor 1 quality crop. 

Good soil pH can also 
help minimize weed prob¬ 
lems in crops. Crop plants 
growing under optimum 
soil conditions are at their 
most competitive with 
weeds. A vigorous crop is 
better suited to outgrow and 
shade out weeds than one 
that is limited by low nutri¬ 
ent availability. Soil pH that 
is near-neutral is also impor¬ 
tant for weed control with 
herbicides If the soil pH is 
not in the range specified on 
the herbicide labeling, the 
herbicide may not act effec¬ 
tively, or may not degrade 
properly." — • 

Liming to improve soil 
pH should be b<fced on re¬ 
sells of a soil test. A soil test 
measure the acidity of 
the soil, and assess the bal¬ 
ance of soil mltrients to 
make recommendations on 
the amount and type of lime 
needed to effectively man¬ 


age the intended crop. The 
availability of sod magne¬ 
sium is particularly impor¬ 
tant fat liming recommen¬ 
dations for fields that will be 
grazed. Low magnesium 
level*, and the balance of 
magnesium with other nu- 
tiients, are important factors 
in addressing the risk of 
grass tetany, a potentially 
fatal nutrient deficiency in 
grazing animals. Magne¬ 
sium levels in the sou will 
determine whether high 
magnesium lime (dolomitic) 
or high calcium (caldtic) 
lime is most appropriate. 

The amount of lime 
needed to increase the pH 
of soil increases progres¬ 
sively with lower pH values, 
because the pH scale is loga¬ 
rithmic. A soil with a pH of 
6.0 is ten times more acidic 


than a soil with a pH of 7.0. 
A soil with a pH of 5.0 is 
ten times more acidic than a 
sod of pH 6.0, and one kigi- 
dred times more acidic than 
a soil with a pH of 7.0. 
Soils with a low pH may 
require multiple lima appli¬ 
cations before the pH of life 
soil improves dramatically 
because there is more acid 
ity to neutralize with the 
lime.

Soil pH Levels 
Important To 
Crops, Animals

One of the most impor¬ 
tant aspects of soil chemis¬ 
try is that of pH (potentia 
hydrogenii, Latin, meaning 
"strength of hydrogen"). 
The pH value of a soil af¬ 
fects several management 
properties of the soil, in¬ 
cluding nutrient availability, 
crop quality, herbicide per¬ 
formance, and animal 
health. f ' 

The soil pH value ranges 
from zero to 1 14, and'is a 
measure of how acidic or 
basic the soil is. A pH value 
of 7 indicates that the soil is 
neutral. Soil pH values of 0 
to 7 are acidic, and soil pH 
values of 7 to 14 are basic. 
Soils in Garrett County tend 
to be acidic. Soils that have 
been limed in the past may 
have pH values below 5. 

The pH level of the soil is 
very important to the avail¬ 


ability of soil nutrients to 
crops. Most crops will per¬ 
form best with a soil pH of 
5.8 to 6.5. Alfalfa, clovers, 
and other legumes will 
benefit from pH that is be¬ 
tween 6.5 and 7.0. These 
are ranges at which the nu¬ 
trients these crops need are 
at their maximum availabil¬ 
ity. 

At a pH below 5.8, some 
nutrients, particularly phos¬ 
phorus, are bound too 
tightly to the soil to be avail¬ 
able for plant roots to ab¬ 
sorb them. Nitrogen avail¬ 
ability is also reduced below 
a pH of 5.8. A soil pH be¬ 
low 5.8 reduces the effec¬ 
tiveness of applied fertiliser 
because fertilizer nutrient? 
become bound to the -soil 
rather, than being^av^^ 1 - 
for plant uptake. Lime ap¬ 
plications on fields with low 
pH can release previously 
unavailable nutrients in the 
soil. As a result, some nutri¬
